The purpose of the Bible Versions Reproduction Series is to 
make rare and out-of-print versions of the Bible readily and inexpensively 
available to scholars, Bible students, and Bible collectors. These 
reproductions are being offered especially to members of the International 
Society of Bible Collectors. 

While still searching for hard-to-find original printings of Bible 
translations, many collectors have indicated what a delight it would be to 
have on their own shelves accurate reproductions of Bible versions 
currently available only in museums, libraries and private collections. 
Now such an opportunity is being offered by a collector who is himself a 
member of our Society. 

It would be rare to imagine a more enthusiastic member of the 
ISBC than my long-time friend Jim Baden. Since joining the Society, he 
has amassed an extraordinary collection. Visiting his library could be a 
temptation to violate the tenth commandment were it not for his great 
generosity and eagerness to share what he has brought together. 

It ts essential, of course, that the reproduction process pose no 
threat to the integrity of the volumes being copied—no matter how fragile 
the precious originals may be. Such a method is now available, and Jim is 
demonstrating his confidence in the process by being the first to make 
some of his own prized volumes available. 

Among the first publications in this Series is a reproduction of 
Isaac Leeser’s 1904 The Twenty-four Books of the Holy Scriptures. 
Society members will especially enjoy knowing that the particular volume 
by Leeser was once the personal copy of Arnold Ehlert, the founder and 
first president of the ISBC. “A gift to A. Ὁ. Ehlert from Dr. H. A. 
Ironside, summer 1947” is handwritten on the flyleaf. 

Jim Baden shares the reverence for Scripture that has moved the 
leaders of our Society to give so freely of their time and energy for the 
past thirty-five years. He has profound respect and gratitude for the 
heroes and heroines of Bible translation—from Wycliffe and Tyndale 
down to the present time—who worked so hard, even sometimes at the 
risk of life—to make the Bible so readily available to the world today. 
Like other members of the ISBC, Jim regards the Bible as more than just a 
great book to be collected. To use his own words, he speaks of the 
Scriptures as “God’s method of communicating with his intelligent 
creatures... to be most carefully read and contemplated to discover its 
meaning and value for life in the present and future.” 


What is more helpful in discovering the meaning of Scripture than 
to have readily at hand a good collection of different versions? Some have 
even suggested they would rather have a variety of versions than 
commentaries! As the translators of the 1611 King James Version quote 
Saint Augustine in their memorable preface, “ ’Variety of Translations is 
profitable for the finding out of the sense of the Scriptures.’ ” “Therefore 
blessed be they,” the preface continues, “and most honoured be their 
name, that break the ice, and giveth onset upon that which helpeth forward 
to the saving of souls. Now what can be more available thereto, than to 
deliver God’s book unto God’s people in a tongue which they 
understand?” And speaking of those who have labored to prepare 
translations other than the King James, the 1611 scholars urge “that we 
acknowledge them to have been raised up of God, for the building and 
furnishing of his Church, and that they deserve to be had of us and of 
posterity in everlasting remembrance.” 

It is in this spirit and for this purpose that the Bible Versions 
Reproduction Series has been inaugurated.

Biographical Sketch of Edward Harwood 


Edward Harwood (1729-1794) produced the two-volume set A Liberal 
Transiation of the New Testament, An Attempt to Translate the Sacred Writings 
with the Same Freedom, Spirit, and Elegance, with which other English 
Translations from the Greek Classics have been Lately Executed in London, in 
1768. He had previously issued some proposals for a free translation (1765), then 
in 1767 published his introduction to New Testament Studies, which earned him 
a Doctor of Divinity degree at Edinburgh University. In 1771 he published a 
companion volume to his actual New Testament translation. 

Harwood had been ordained a minister in the Presbyterian Church in 
1765, and ministered in Bristol (England} until moving to London in 1772. There 
he came under the influence of “Dissenter” David Jennings and later came in 
contact with the Independent academy at Warrington (northwestern England), a 
school with strong Arian and Unitarian views. 

Harwood was an accomplished classical scholar, linguist and New 
Testament textual critic. He had made translations of various works from French 
and German before publishing, in 1776, a text of the Greek New Testament based 
on Codex Bezae, Claromontanus and Alexandrinus. But his unorthodox 
theological views led to his becoming quite unpopular in some quarters. 

Hugh Pope aptly describes his highly periphrastic New Testament 
translation as “an example of eighteenth-century verbosity at its worst.” Some 
samples are: “For the supreme God was affected with such immense compassion 
and love for the human race, that he deputed his son from heaven to instruct them 
— in order that every one who embraces and obeys his religion might not finally 
perish, but secure everlasting happiness.” (John 3:16). Instead of “I will say to 
my soul, Soul, you have many goods laid up for years to come; take your ease, 
eat, drink and be merry” (Luke 12:19), Harwood rendered it “I wili then say to 
my soul, Happy soul! Distinguished is thy felicity! . . . Come indulge thy soft 
envied repose—feast on the most delicious viands .. .” 

Harwood, who considered himself “as belonging to no one party, sect and 
denomination of Christians,” viewed his translation as “the first attempt of this 
nature in our language” and had high hopes that it would be widely received by 
learned people. He further claimed that “my first and primary design in this work 
was to exhibit the Christian religion in its native purity and original simplicity .

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PRE FAC ΚΕ. 


HE Transiation of the New TesTAMENT, 
which is here delivered to the public, hath 
employed the ftudy and application of fome 
years. Nothing hath been wanting that my 

abilities, and the corrections of my learned friends, could 
give this publication, to render it worthy the acceptance 
of the candid and intelligent Chriftian. But as it is 
impoflible to forefee what reception this work will meet 
with from the world, I deem it prudert to conceal the 
names of thofe learned friends who perufed the whole or 
part of the manu(cript, and what their fentiments were 
of the execution and utility of the defign, though the 
mention of their names would do me honour, as fome - 
of them have defervedly attained the firft eminence in 
the republic of letters. I begun and purfued the un- 
dertaking upon this plan, viz. To tranflate the facred 
writers of the New Teftament with the fame freedom, 
impartiality, and —- with which other tranflations 
from the Greck claffics have Jately been executed, and 
to cloathe the genuine ideas and doctrines of the Apoftles 
with that propriety and perfpicuity, in which they them- 
felves, I apprehend, would have exhibited them had 
they ow lived and written in our language. The true 
meaning and defign of each author hath been ftriétly and 
impartially explored, the fignification and force of the 
Greek Original hath been critically obferved, and, as 
much as poilible, transfufed into modern Englith, and 
the whole facred volume elucidated and explained upon 
a new and rational plan, with felect Notes, critical and 
explanatory. The reader is defired ever to bear im mind, 
that this is not a verde tranflation, but a Uberal and dif~ 
fufive verlion of the facred claflics, and is calculated to 
antwer the purpofe of an ΕἸ ead paraphrafe as well 
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iv PREFACE. 
as a free and elegant tranflation. Every fcholar knows, 
that the idioms and ftructure of the antient are fo efien- 
tially different from the modern languayes, that a /steral 
and fervsle verfion ef any Greek and Latin author muft 
neceffarily be barbarous and unintelligible. 
_ The method I purfued was this. I fr/? carefully 
perufed every chapter to inveftigate and difcover the onE 
true meaning of the author with all the accuracy and 
fagacity I could employ, attending to his reafoning, and 
to the principles and doctrines he defigned to inculcate, 
ever confulting the beft commentators upon abftrufe 
paflages, and conftantly imploring the infinite Source 
of light and wifdom to.illuminate my ry ney under- 
ftanding. ‘When I apprehended 1 had found out the 
true fignification of the Original, and the prect/e ideas of 
the writer at the time he wrote, my zext ftudy was to 
adorn them in fiich language as is xow written, and to 
transfufe them through the medium of a liberal and ex- 
planatory verlion, So that my frf view always was 
with impartiality and critical attention to difcover the true 
fenfe of my author; my ext view, to cloathe his ideas 
in the veft of modern elegance. Elegance of diction, 
therefore, hath ever been confulted, but never at the 
expence of that truth and fidelity, which ought ever to 
be facred and inviolable in ari interpreter of Scripture. 
It is pleafing to obferve, ‘how much our language, 
within thefe very few years, hath been refined and po- 
lifhed, and what infinite improvements it hath lately 
received. The writings of Hume, Robertfon, Lowtb, 
Lyttelton, Hurd, Melmoth, Fobnfon, and Hawkefworth, wii! 
ftand an everlafting monument, of what grace and purity 
in ἀϊδίου, of what elegance. and harmony in arrange- 
ment, and of what copioufnefs and ftrength in compo- 
fition, our janguage ig capable; and the writings of thefe 
learned and illuftrious authors are not only 2 diftinguithed 
honour and ornament to their country, but in point of 
true excellence and fublimity' will bear τῆς fevereft cri- 
| | | tical 
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tical comparifon with the politeft writers of Greece and 
Rome. The-author. knew it to be an ardyons and .in- 
vidious attempt to make the phrafe of thefe celebrated 
writers the vehicle of ‘infpived teuths, and to diffufe over 
the facred page the elegance of modern Englivh, con- 
{cious that the bald and barbarous language of the old 
vulgar verfion hath acquired a venerable facrednefs from 
length of time and cuftom, and that every ianovation.of 
this capital nature would be generally fiipmatized as the 
laft and moft daring.enormity. But potwithttanding this 
perfuafion, he flattered himielf that’ fuob a Tranflation 
of the New Teftament might induce penfons of a liberal 
education and polite tafte tq perufe the facred volume, 
and that fuch a verfion might prove of fignal fervice to 
the caufe of truth, liberty; -and Chriftianity, if men of 
cultivated aad improved minds, efpecially YouTR, could 
be allured by the innocent ftratagem of a maders “γί, 
to read a book, whichis now, alas! tao generally ne- 
plected and difregarded by the young and gay, as ἃ vo- 
lume containing little to amufe and delight, and farnith- 
ing a ftudy congenial only to the gloom of old age, or 
to the melancholy mind. of a defponding Vvifionary. 
What animatcd and infpired me througn the whole 
work, was the pleafing thought, that by the execution 
of this defign, I might, through the blefling of God, 
engage the RistnG GgNnEeRATIon to admire and love 
the facred claffics, to underftand the duties, dodtrines, 
and difcoveries of the gofpel, and to venerate Chriftia- 
nity as the caufe of God, of truth, of virtue, of liber- 

ty, and of immortality. 3 
This is the First Arrempt of this nature in our 
language, and this confideration, I hope, will entitle it 
to the learned reader's candour and indulgence. In this 
undertaking, Caffa/ro was my precedent and pattern. J 
have attempted in Engli/b, what Caffalio executed in 
Latin, Caftalio hath deferved well of mankind for tranf- 
lating the Scriptures in a pure, elegant, and diffufave 7 
The 
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The relation and miutual dependence of detached fen- 
tences, and the feveral diftinét deductions in a train of 
areumentation, I have pointed out and elucidated by the 
meidental infertion of a few connective werds or par- 
ticles. The obfcure paffages that varioufly occur, I have 
attempted in the body of the Tranflation to explain and 
iluftrate in a perfpicuous and explicit manner. I have 
carefully explored and have endeavoured, upon rational 
principles, clearly to exhibit the reafoning ot St. Pawé in 
the Romans and Galatians.. The old divifion of chapters 
and verfes 1 have been perfuaded, contrary to my own 
judgment, toretain, but I have every where fignified 
to the reader, by the manner of printing and puntfuation, 
when they are erroneous; and { have divided the whole 
into fecfions. The parallel: paffages, and illuftrations of 
particular phrafes and eel γα of expreffion from the 
Greek and Latin claffics, I collected in reading the an- 
tients, and 1 have generally fpecified the page and edi- 
von from which. they are cited. 

E can truly fay, and I appeal to that Being for my 
fincerity, before whom I matt very thortly appear, that 
my firft and primary defign in this work was to exhi- 
bit the-Chriftian Religion in its native purity and original 
fimplicity,’ unadulterated with human fyftems, creeds, 
doctrines, and modes of faith. In this work 1 have 
confidered myfelf as belonging to no one party, fect, 
gnd denomination of Chriftians, but have given a fair 
and ‘honeft verfibn of the divine Volume, juft as if I 
had iat down to: tranflate Plato, Xenophon, Thucydtdes, 
Plutarch, or any other Greek writer, with a mind exempt, 
as much as frail humanity can be exempt, from preju- 
dices ‘and prepoffeffion, and folely. intent upon invefti- 
gating and dilcovering truth. 

Every one muft be convinced, . that a faithful and ac- 
curate verfion of any writer in a dead laneuaze is fufli- 
cient for underftanding the meaning and defizn of that 
author, and that the fidelity of {uch a tranflaiur entirely 

: : fuperfedes 


{uperfedes all the tedious explications and laborious idle- 
τοῖς of dull and heavy commentators. The author, 
therefore, prefumes to affert, that the New Teftament 
i¢felf, if carefully and candidly perufed, with a mind open 
to the reception of truth, will,.by all rational and intel- 
ligent Chriftians, be judged ‘to conduce to a more clear 
and comprehenfive knowledge of Chriftianity than thofe 
voluminous critics, paraphrafts, illuftrators, and interpre- 
tors of the facred Scriptures, who have, in general, done 
more harm than good, as the majority of them have 
{trenuoufly laboured to make Jefus Chrift and his Apo- 
files, Papsfts, or Lutherans, or Cafvinifis, and have been 
more ftudious to wreft the Scriptures to their precon- 
ceived notions, than to adjuft their religious fentiments 
by the plain dictates of ine and the infallible rule and 
Αἰ ἰπἀοτὰ of the divine oracles. Within: thefe few years 
what dire inundations have we feen rufhing from the 
prefs and deluging the public, of Commentators upor 
the Scriptures, Explanations of the Holy Bible, the Royal 
Bible with notes, the Grand complete Bible, the Grand 
Imperial Bible! fome the jobbs of mercenary Bookfellers, 
others the fickly dreams of illiterate Enthufiafts and en- 
tranced Vifionarjes, and the generality of them, the 
finifter production of dark and melancholy Divines, the 
bigotted abettors of unintelligible myfteries and unfcrip- 
tural .abfurdities. But notwithftanding this melancholy 
ftate of Religion, and this general corruption of pure 
and primitive Chriftianity, yet, blefied be God, Liperty, 
Rexicious Lizerty, has fill a temple in the breaft 
of thoufands, and the love of truth, as sf és in ‘Yefus, and 
not in human creeds, is warm and vigorous in the bo- 
foms of immenfe numbers of my happy countrymen ! 
Many of thefe worthy fouls have encouraged: me. ‘The 
thought of them, and their caufe, has ever infpired me 
with ardour and animstion in my ftudics. ‘For thefe I 
have tranflated the New Testament. Thefe, and 
thefe alone will be m~ readers. The patronage and pro-

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tection of thefe hath enabled me, and will ever enable 
me, to look down upon the illiberal fcurrHity and impotent 
fury of the uncharitable bigot with Chriftian contempt. 
In fine, fince deifm, infidelity, and fcepticifm, fo much 
prevail in the prefent age; fince even popery zow hath 
its public afferters and advocates; finee enthufiafm is 
continually duping and enflaving the credulous and igno- 
tant, both among’ the great vulgar and the {mall, and is 
daily making a more rapid and amazing progrefs all 
around us; fince rational Chriftianity is, at prefent, re- 
garded with fo much contempt, and even horrour, by 
the generality of the world ; and fince a love of unin- 
telligible myfteries, and a fondnefs for gloomy and in- 
explicable doctrines, have, with the mayertty, difcarded 
teafon and common fenfe from religion, the author flat- 
ters himfelf the prefent work will be ufeful to his coun- 
2 in which it hath been his ftudy to free the New 
TESTAMENT from thofe falfe tranflations, which, at 
prefent, deform it, and render it abfolutely unintelligible

§—11 Arter the women 
had left the fepulchre, fome 
of the guards, came into the 
city, and gave the high priefts 
a circumftantial account. of 
every thing that had happen- 
ed at the tomb. 

12 Upon this information 
a council was immediately 
convenede——in which they 
came toa refolution to give 
a confiderable fum of money 
to bribe the folders, 

13 And they ordered them, 
whenever they were confulted 
about thefe occurrences, to 
report, that the difciples came 
in a clandeftine manner in the 
mht time, and {tole the bo- 
dy, while they were afleep. 

14 And they moreover af- 
fured the foldiers, that if their 
conduct fhould happen to be 
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found out by the governour, 
they would take care to ex- 
culpate them, and appeafe 
his refentment. 

15 The foldiers, being thus 
largely bribed, acted as they 
were inftructed——and this ac- 
counf, which the foldiers were 
hired to publifh, is current 
and credited amone the Jews 
to this day.

I tory of Jefus the Mef- 
{iah, the fon of God : 

2 Whofe appearance on 
earth was ufkered in by John 
the Bapuft, accprding to the 
exprefs prediction of the an- 
ticat prophets, rdcorded inthe 
two following paffages —— 
“ Behold I fend an herald 
before thee to proclaim chy 
approach and prepare men 
for thy reception.” 

3 ** Hark! how the wil- 
dernefs refounds with the loud 
proclamation—<() prepare for 
the ipeedy advent of the 
Mefiah—ftrow the path with 
flowers, in which his facred 
feet fhall cread |” 

4 According τὸ thefe 
prophecies Jolin appeared as 


or JESUS 
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the harbinger of the Mefiiah, 
and publickly baptized in the 
wildernefs, inculcating upon 
all whe came to him the ne- 
ceffity of fincere repentance 
in order to their fecuring the 
divine forgivenefs. 

5 Struck with the appear- 
ance of fo illuftrious a pro- 
phet, the whole country of 
Judea, and the inhabitants of 
Jerufalem flocked into the 
wildernefs—and all thefe in- 
numerable crowds were bap- 
tized by him inthe river Jor- 
dan, confeffing their paft 
crimes with genuine and un- 
feigned remorfe, and making 
the molt deliberate refolutions 
to reform their lives. 

6 John affected great mor- 
tification and aufterity of man- 
ners —- wearing a coarie gar- 


ment made ofcgmels hair, and 
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apirdle of leather—feeding 
on locuils, and the honey 
thathe met with in the woods. 

7 This prophet made this 
moft folemn and public pro- 
clamation to all that vaft mul- 
tirude chat rcforted τὸ him— 
There 1s coming, faid he, 
and will Jpcecdily appear a di- 
vine perfonage of a character 
and digniy infinitely fuperi- 
our to what I am invefted 
with, and for whom ἢ am not 
worthy to ftoop to perform 
the meaneft office. 

8 I have baptized you on- 
ly with water, but this divine 
meilenger will baptize and 


endue you with the oifts of 


the holy ipsrit. 
§——g Waite John was 
thus employed in the duties 


of his miniftry, Jefus himf{elf 


came among others from Na- 
zereth, and was baptized by 
him in Jordan. 

10 But the moment he 
came out of the water, he 
Ὧν the fky open, and the 
holy fpirit deicended upon 
him with che rapidity of a 
dove : 

11 And at the fame time, 
thefe words were diftinélly 
articulated from the clouds— 
Thou arc my beloved fon, 
the object of my fondeft af- 
fections ! 

{«—12 Soon after this, Je- 
fus in a prophetic drcans tan- 
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cied himfelf tranfperted into 
a dreary wildernefs : 


13 And in this horrid and 
folitary defart, he thought he 
lived among wild beafts, de- 
prived of food for forty days 


—during all which fpace, Sa- 


tan practifed every art to fe- 
duce him frem his duty — 
but at the expiration of this 
period, he thought, the an- 


pels came and gave him re- 


refhment. 

§——14. ArrerR John’s im- 
prifonment, Jefus travelled in- 
to Galilee, publifhing the joy- 
ful news that the kingdom of 
the Meffiah was going to be 
erected, 

15 and making public pro- 
clamation, wherever he went 
that the time fixed by the pro- 
phets was clapfed — that the 
grand revolution under the 
Meffiah would very foon take 
place—folemnly admonifhing 
all to repent and amend their 
hves, and to credit the joyful 
news he then communicated. 

§——16 Watkine along 
the fhore of the lake of Ga- 
lilee, he faw two brothers, 
Simon and Andrew, who were 
fifhermen, and happened then 
to be caftinga net intothe Jake. 

17 Jefus called to them and 
faide- Follow me, and I will 
inftruct you to catch 4 nobler 
prey+~—to draw men from the 
wares of fin and milery. 

18 Imme- 
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18 Immediately upon this 
authoritative invitation they 
deferted al] they had, and 
joined themtelves to him. 

19 Advancing a litrle far- 
ther on the beach he faw, in 
a fifhing vefiel, two other bro- 
thers, James and John, the 
fons of Zebedee, diligently 
employed in repairing their 
nets. 

20 Thefe he alfo called, 
and invited to follow him— 
Upon which they likewife did 
not hefitate a moment, but 
lefc their father and the fer- 
vants, and became his con- 
panions. , 

§—21 Wits thefe atten- 
dants he entered the city Ca- 
pernaum on the fabbath day, 
and going directly into a 

lace of public worfhip, in- 
itructed the people who were 
there affembled. 

22 And the whole audi- 
ence were aftonifhed at the 
fublimity of his doctrines— 
for he taught them, not in 
the trifling, carelefs, jejune 
manner of the Jewih clergy, 
but like one who was inveit- 
ed with a divine commiffion 
and authority. 

23 There was in that affem- 
bly ἃ perfon, who was at times 
affiéted with madnefs, and ἃ 
fit of diftraction happening 
then to feize him, 

24-he cried out—Let us 


alone, thou Jefus of Naza- 
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reth——what concern haft thou 
with us——I know very well 
who thou art—thou art a di- 
vine prophet. 

25 εἴ then authorita- 
tively commanded the raging 
difeafe to quit him immedi- 
ately. 

26 Upon which, tho’ the 
man was now in the midit of 
terrible convulfions, and was 
roaring in a wild and fright- 
ful manner, he was initanta- 
neoufly reftored to his reaion 
and underftanding, 

27 Atthe fight of this fiu- 
pendous miracle they were all 
ftruck with the laft altonifh- 
ment, and faid one to ano- 
ther—What amazing power 
is here exerted ! What divine 
inftruétions hath he juft deli- 
vered! By what irrefiitible en- 
ergy hath he removed the 
moit obitinate and inveterate 
difeafes !

difciples to eat in fuch pol- 
lution, and τὸ caft fuch con- 
tempt upon thofe facred ob- 
iervances that have been tranf- 
mitted to us from our pious 
anceltors καὶ 

6 He replied——Ye hypo- 
crites! Efaiah hath given a

14 Jelus ~ publickly ad- 
dreffed himfelf to the popu- 
lace, and faid—I defire your 
diligent attention to what I 
am going to _—— 
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15 ἴτ is not any thing ex- 
ternal that can communicate 
any pollution to a man—pol- 
lution folely arifes from in- 
ternal caufes, 

16 He who is defitous of 
inftruction, let him carefully 
attend to this obfervation, 

17 When he was retired 
from the mulcicude into an 
houfe, the dilciples came to 
him, and defired he would 
explain to them thofe figu- 
rative expreffions he had μη 
ufed. 

18 He anfwered—Do not 
you comprehend the mean- 
ing of fo eafy and familiar a 
metaphor?——can any thing 
be more evident than that the

19 Did not you lately col- 
le& twelve bafkets of frag- 
ments from an entertainment, 
that I lately furnifhed for 
five thoufand, with only five 
loaves ὃ : 

20 Did not you fill, at an- 
other time, feven bafkets with 
fragments, when I diftribut- 
ed only feven loaves among 
rour thoufand κα 

21 Having, therefore, fuch 
repeated demonftrations of the 
power I poffefs, why are you 
ἰο absolutely inattentive to it? 

§—22 Upon his landing 
at Bethfaida, they brought to 
hima blind man, defiring him 
only to touch him. 

23 He then taking the 
blind man by the hand, and 
conduéting him out of the 
village into a private place, 
touched his eyes with ipittle, 
und afked him, if he could 
ditcern any thing.

48 Jefus faid to her, 
Daughter, remove your fears 
your confidence in my

49 During this tranfaction, 
as he was {peaking thefe 
words, a meffenger was dii- 


patched to the ruler, inform-.

50 When Jefus heard this 
mefiage delivered, he faid to

35 Jobn the Baptift, wha 
gave fo full an atteftation to 
my character, was a glorious 
Jamp, that emitted the moft 
pure and effulgent {fplendours 
around—but tho’ thefe ufeful 
beams, at firlt, appeared grate- 
ful to you, after fo.long an ex- 
tinction of the prophetic light, 
you very foon grew tired of 
them, and wilfully refufed to 


enjoy their falutary influence. 


36 But I can produce a 
tefimony infinitely more

of John — The miraculous 
operations, which my father 
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hath enabled me to perform, 
carry the fulleft conviction in 
them, and are an irrefragable 
appeal and teftimony to the - 
world, that the Deity hath 
fent me.

3 From this multitude Je- 
fus privately retired with his 
difciples to a neighbouring 
mountain — where they fat 
down to repofe and refrefh 
themfelves. 

4 It was pow but a few 
days to the Jewith Paffover 
— which is their grand reli- 
gious feftival. 

. § Jefus, as he reclined on 
the mountain, keeping his

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eyes fixed on the vaft crowds 
that were advancing to him, 
faid to Phiip —- Where fhall 
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we buy provifions to refrefh | 


this immenfe miulticude? 

6 This he faid merely to 
try what confidence Philip 
repofed in his miraculous 
power, for he had already 
determined what to do. 

+ Philip replied —- Were 
we to expend two hundred 
denarii in provifions, it would 
be fat from furnifhing a fuf- 
ficient repaft for fuch an in- 
finixe ntimber of people. 

8 Andrew, Simon Peter’s 
brother, who was one of his 
difciples, then faid to him, 

9 There 15 a fervant here, 
who has five ibarley loaves 
and two {mall fifhes — but 
what is fuch a pittance as this 
among fo many thoufands! : 

10° Jefus then ordered his 
difciples to make the multi- 
tude fit down on the grafs + 
which was very deep in the 
place in which this was tranf- 
acted-———- The ¢rowd accord- 
ingly fat down, being in num- 
ber about five thoufand. ᾿ 
11 Jefus then took the 
loaves, and after paying his 
fervent acknowledgements to 
God, diftributed them to bis 
difciples, and they to the 
multitude, who fat in uni- 
form and regular companies

of Jesus 
—they likewife difpenfed as 
much of the fifh as any per- 
fon demanded. 

12 After they had partook 
of a plentiful entertainment 
and were all fatisfed, Jefus faid 
to his difciples—-See that you 
carefully collect the frag- 
ments, that nothing may be 
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-wafted. 


14 They carefully colleé- 
ed the fragments of the loaves 
and fifhes which filled 
twelve bafkets. 

14 The multitudes, who 
were prefent on this occafion, 
and were {pectators of this 
aftonifhing miracle, all una- 
himoully declared, That Je- 
fus was undoubtedly that 
great and illuftrious prophet, 
whom their facred books fo 
exprefsly taught them to ex- 


15 Wherefore Jefus, con- 
{cious of the dilpofitions, 
which now actuated them, and 
knowing the refolution they 
had formed to carry him a- 
way by violence and proclaim 
him the Sovereign of Judza, 
took care to elude their {an- 
guine defigns by “ privately 
withdrawing from them, a- 
lone, to a folitary mountain. 

16 In the evening the dif- 
ciples went down to the fide 
of the lake,

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a veflel, intending to crofs to 
Capernaum — Darknefs had 
now enveloped the earth, 


and their matter was not ar-- 


rived. | 
18 Ie now blew a ftorm, 


and the lake was greatly aoi- | 


tated. 

19 When they were about 
five and twenty or thirty fta- 
ia from thore, they deicried 


Jefus walking over the fur- |. 


tace of the deep, and advanc- 
ing towards the veflel— The 
βρεῖς filled chem with the lait 
confternation. 

20 But Jefus foon diffipated 
their terrors by dilcovering 
himlelf to them. 

21 They then in a flood 
of tranfport took him into 
the vellel—and foon arrived 
at the place, which they firft 
intended to make. 

22 The next day the mul- 
titude, who were yet on the 
oppofite fhore, finding that 
there was no other vefiel, but 
that on which the difciples 
had gone on board, and 
knowing that Jefus was not 
in thetr company— 

23—— There were indeed 
lying, not tar from the place 
where Jefus had furnifhed 
this miraculous — entertain- 
ment, feveral veffels chat be- 
longed to Tiberias—

‘in your minds, but from the 


hope I fhall continue to fup- 
ply you with food in the man- 


ner I have lately done, 


27 Be not fo folicitous in 
procuring that food that 
ferves only to nourifh a frail 
and perifhing body — but let 


it be your principal concern ta 


acquire that.food, which will 
render the foul immortal 
through all the ages of eter- 
nity—This food the fon of 
man is commiffioned τὸ dit- 
= ‘and his commiffion 
rath the f{upreme Father been 
pleafed to ratify and feal by 
the ftrongefk evidences. 
28 They faid to him 
What fhalli we do in order 
that we may comply with the 
purpofes and defigns of God ! 
29 Jt is the great defion of 
Ged, 
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God, replied Jefus, that you 
fhould be conyinced that 1 
ama divine meflenger. 


30 What public demon 
ftration, faid they, will you 


give us that yop are invefted 
with a divine . authority ? 
What miraculdus operation 
will you exhibie to cenvince 
us ἢ. | 

31 Our anceftors, conti- 
nued they, were miraculouf- 


ly fupplied with food from 


heaven, during: their conti- 
nuance in the wildernefs, as 
our facred books teftify. 

- g2 That food, anfwered 
Jefus, by which your proge- 
nitors were then: miraculoufly 
fupported, merits not to be 
compared with that true and 
vital food, which my heaven- 
ly father now difpenfes to rhe 
world byme. = 

33 For that divine food, 
which is now defeended from 
heaven, imparts'immortal lifé 
to the world. 

34 When he had faid this, 
they cried’ out —-' Be pleated, 
Sir! ever to fupply us with 
this celeftial food | 

' 36 Jelus faid to them — 
* I am that true vital food I 
mentioned —- He that admits 
and digefts it, fhall be for 
ever free from the painful 
fenfations both of hunger and 
of thirft, :

the carpenter ἢ —Do noc we 
know the meannefs and ob- 
fcurity of his family ?>—How 
can he have the impious ef- 
frontery and conhilence to 
tell us, that he defcended 
from heaven ! | 

43 Jefus faid to them —— 
Let not the meannefs of mine 
appearance excite your aver- 
fion and contempt of me. 

44 For notwithitanding the 
obfcurity of my birth, evety 
one, who hath been artracted 
by the love of God and goad- 
nefs will come and embrace 
my religion—and fuch a fin- 
cere and virtuous believer I 
will raife, ac the laft day, to 
the inheritance of an happy 
:mmortality. 

45 There is the following 
paflage in the prophetic 
books, * They fhall all be 
luught of God”—and he who 
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hath been “ξ. 5 inftructed, 
and hath made coalcience οὗ 
performing the duties which 
the Deity requires, will cor- 
dially embrace my religion, 

46 None of the precedin 
prophets was ever adie oet 
to any perfonal communica. 
tions with the Deity — the 
fon of man és the only one, 
who ever enjoyed this moft 
diftinguifhed honour. 

47 Be ye, therefore, fo- 
lemnly afiured, That every 
one who believes and obeys 
my religion, fhall be entitled 
to eternal life. | 

48 I am the food that im- 
Pparteth true vital nutriment 
to every one who recciveth 
and digeiteth ‘ me. 

49 The manna, your an- 
ceflors cat in the wildernefs, 
could not preferve them from 
death, or protract the period 
of their lives, 

50 Buc the bread, that is 
now detcended from heaven, 
informeth him who receiveth: 
it with immortality. 

51 I am; this crue vital 
bread, which is now defcend- 
ed from heaven to refrefh 
mankiod —~he that eateth it 
{hall live to ajl eternity —— 
The food Tadminitter ts my 
Aefth, which. I freely difpenfe 
to furnifh an immortal repaft 
to the world, 


¢ His doStrines. 
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52 Thefe laft words occa- 
fioned a vehement clamour 
and uproar among the Jews 
——They faid, on¢ to another, 
How can this man’s fiefh 
ferve for food ! 

53 Jefus faid to them — I 
in the moft fokkmn manner 
affure you, That unlefs you 
digeft the Acth; and imbibe 
the blood of the fon of man, 
you have no claim to a bleff- 
ed immortality. 

54 For he only that eateth 
my ficfh and drinketh my 
blood hath a title to eternal 
life——to the poffeffion of 
which I will raife him at the 
gencral refurrection. 

55 For my * fiefh and my 
blood fupply the only truc 
vital and hlutary nutriment. 

56 He, who is refrefhed 
with thefe, is united to me 
by the ftrongeft and moft en- 
dearing bonds οἵ affection 
and love. 

57 As the great Source 
of life, by whom I was fent, 
hath communicated to me 
exiftence, fo will ] communi- 
cate an immortal exiftence to 
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anceftors eat, which could 
only allay the momentary 
pain of hunger, which would 
foon return, and of which all 
who participated, died—But 
the food I difpenfe, will 
nourifh and for ever maintain 
the foul in immortal vigour. 

59 This ditcourie was de- 
livered in the place of religi- 
ous worfhip in Capernaum, 
as he was there publickly in- 
ftruéting the people. 

60 Great numbers of his 
followers, who were now his 
auditors, faid——-How abfurd 
and impoffible is this doc- 
trine! Who is there, buc 
muft be difgufted with it! 

61 Jefus, being conictous 
that this difcourie had very 
highly offended them, faid to 
them—Doth this declaration 
of mine high original fhock 
you, and determine you to 
apoftatize ? 

62 What if you fhould fec 
me afcend to thole celeitial 
regions, in which 1 once re- 
fided ! 

62 The preceding cifcourie 
you have heard, is entirely 


every one who receiveth and | fewrative—for you to undcr- 


digefteth this food. 

58 This ts the only vital 
and fubftantial food, which 
is now defcended from hea- 
ven—-Not like the food your 
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ftand it Uiterally, would be the 
highelt abfurdity *. 

64 But there are fome of

6 But when, proceeding in 
a segular order, he came to 
Simon Peter, he faid to him

1 YN the firt Volume 1. 
gave you, O Theo-: 
philus, a minute detail of 


the miracles which Jefus per- 
formed, and of the doctrines 
which he taught. 

2 The hiftory of thefe 
tranfactions was brought 
down to the day of his af- 
fumption into heaven, after 
he had jut delivered his laft 
inftructions to thofe apoftles 
whom he had chofen by the 
direction of the holy Spirit. 

3 To thefe his felect com- 

enions he frequently, after 
ie crucifion, exhibred him- 
iclf alive -— giving them, for 
the fpace of forcy days, the 
ampleft conviction of the 
identity of his perfon 
repeatedly converfing with 
them Mm an epen and undw- 
gaunfed manner — 
courfing to them of the ha- 
ture of the Meffiah’s king- 
dom

to feparate from Jerulalem, 
but to continue there in a 
body, and wait the atconr 
plifhment of that divine pro- 
mife, of which he had givea 
them the ftrongeft affurances, 
5 Telliag them, that John 
baptized only with water, but 
that they would, in a few 
days, be baptized with the 
holy dpirit. 
6 The didciples, who were 
now all prefent, then afked 
him—Sir! do you intend at 
this time to break off the 
Roman yoke, and to mvet 
Jfrael with univerfal dominion? 
7 He anfwered—~ It is no 
part of your duty folicitoufly 
40 pry into thefe periods and 
difpenfations, the knowledge 
of which the moft High hath 
folely referved to himfelf as 
his great preragative, 
8 dict it-fulfice you τὸ ὃς 
affured, That you thall re 
ceive the powerful effufion of 
the holy fpirit, and that you 
fhall be enabled to propagate 
the 
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the tranfactions of which you 
have becn witneffes, not only 
in Jerufalem, and in all Ju- 
dza and Samaria, but to the 
remoteft limits of the world. 

9 When he had faid this, 
they faw him elevated from 


the earth—and a cloud inter- 


pofing conveyed him from 
their fight. 

ro Their eyes being 
tenfely fixed on the fky ‘after 
his removal from their view, 
behold ! two heavenly meffen- 


gers in an humian form, and 


arrayed in dazzling whitenefs, 
fuddenly prefented them- 
felves, : 

11 and thus accofted them 
—QO ye Galileans! why do 
you itand gazing on heaven 
with fuch ardeht and eager 
looks ?— This Jefus, whom 
you have feen conveyed from 
you into the manfions of the 
blefied, fhall orie day defcend 
tn a manner fimilar to this, of 
which you have juit been 
{pectators. 3 

12 When they heard this, 
they quitted the mount of O-

day’s journey, and returned 
-|member of our fociety, and 


to Jerufalem. 
13 The names of the apof- 


tles, who had now been wit-. 
neffes of the afcenfion of [ε-᾿ 
fus, are thefe: Peter, James, 
John,-Andrew,: Philip, Tho-: 


mas, Bartholomew, Mat- 
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thew, James the fon of Al- 
phzeus, Simon the Zealot, 
and Judas the brother of 
James——-Thefe, upon their 
entrance into the city, imme- 
diately repaired to that apart- 
ment, in which they had be- 
fore ufed to affemble. 

14 Here this fociety con- 
tinued in fervent prayer, and 
in the devout exercifes of re- 
ligion—being alfo accompa- 
nied by feveral pious women, 
and by che mother and rela- 
tions of Jefus. - 

15 The number of perfons 
here convened might amount 
to about one hundred and 
twenty—tIn the midift of thele 
Peter flood up, and thus ad- 
drefled himfelf to the affem- 
bly ;

20 To fuch enormous

§—4 Tue chriftians, who 
were thus difperfed in vari- 
ous parts,. diffeminated their 
principles, where ever they 
came. 

5 Philip, particularly, 
came to a town belonging to 
the Samaritans, and preach- 
ed to its inhabitants, That 
the late Jefus was the ereat 
Meffiah. 

6 His dectrine met with 
univerf{al ‘reception from the 
people—hearing and feeing 
them confirmed by many a- 
ftonifhing operations, which 
he publickly performed : 

+ for many perfons, who 
were greatly 
their intellects, were inftant- 
ly reftored by him to the ufe 
of reafon—and great numbers 
of thofe, who were paralytic 


ilordered in’ 
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and Jame were perfectly cur- 
ed. 

8 His dodtrines and his 
beneficent miracles caufed 
univerfal joy in that town. 

9 There had been in the 
fame town, for fome time, a 
man whofe name was Simon, 
who publickiy pretended to 
be a very extraordinary per- 
fon, and who had amazed 
the whole nation of the Sa- 
maritans by his magic arts. 

10 The juggle and artifice 
of this impottor had fecured 
him univerial veneration from 
high and low indifcriminately 
— who believed him inveft- 
ed with extraordinary divine 
powers. | 

ri He was therefore held 
in prodigious reverence 
for he had for a confiderable 


‘time aftonifhed them by the 


delufive tricks he had ex- 
hibited among them. 

12 But when. the people 
were now convinced of the 
truth of the chriftian religion, 
and chearfully embracing the

the effufion of the holy {pirit. 

16 For none of them had 
yet been endowed with {piri-: 
tual gifts—they had only been 
baptized upon their profeffing 
their fincere belief in the 
truth of the gofpel. | 

17 After they had prefer- 
red this addrefs to heaven, 
they laid their hands upon 
them — after which the mi- 
raculous influences of the ho- 
ly fpirit were impasted to 
them, 

18 When Simon faw thae 
by the impofition of the hands 
ot the apoftles the gifts of the 
holy spirie were conferred, he 
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cinctly the words of che pro- 
phec Ifatah—Upon which he 
faid—-Do you underftand the 
meaning of the paffage you 
are reading? 

41 The eunuch rephed— 
How Is it poffible for me to 
underftand fuch obfcure pro- 
phecies, unlefs I had fome 
intelligent perfon to explain 
them to me ὃ — He then in- 
vited Philip into the chariog 
to interpret the words. 

42 The portion of {crip- 

ture which he had been read- 
ing was this— “Εἰς was led 
as afheep to the flaughter, 
and as a lamb before its fhear- 
er is dumb, fo δὲ uttered not 
one repining, one murmur.

7 The celeftial meffenger, 
having uttered thefe words, 
difappeared—Cornelius then 
immediately called two of his 
domeftics and a religious fol- 
dier who waited on him. 
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8 And after he had related 
to chem the particulars of 
this tranfaction, he difpatched 
them to Joppé. 

9 The next day as the me!- 
fengers were upon the road, 
and had now advanced with- 


-in a little way of the town, 


Peter retired about noon to 
the top of the houfe, to offer 
his devotions toGod. 

10 At the time he afcend- 
ed he felt the keen fenfations 
of hunger—but while the fa- 
mily was preparing refrefli- 
ment, he én into a trance, 

rx And in a divine vifion 
he had the following {cene ex- 
hibited to him —— He faw the 
fky fuddenly part, and from the 
aperture he beheld a kind of 
receptacle, like a large fheet",

_ 197 After an abfence of a 
confiderable number of years 
I lately took a journey to Je- 
rufalem to diftribute a chari- 
table collection among my in- 
digent countrymen. 

_ 18 But during my conti- 
nuance in the city, fome 
Jews of Afia minor found me 
in the temple purified accor- 
ding to the prefcription of 
the law——+but they cannot 
make it appear that they fur- 
prized me caballing with a 
mob, for fomenting any riot. 

19 Thofe, as ΠΥ were the 
firft that violently feized me, 
ought to have been at your 
tribunal, and have here pro- 
duced what they had to al- 
ledge againft me:

19 The procuracor then 
giving a fign to the apoftl¢e 
to offer his vindication, he 
thus replied = ** Conscious 
that you have been for a con- 
fiderable number of years the 
fupreme judge and governor 
of this province, I am encou- 
raged to deliver my apology 
before you with greater free- 
dom and fortitude. 

11 Efpecially fince you 
may eafily obtain information 
of the truth of what 1 {o- 
lemnly affert—That it is now 
no more than twelve days 
ago fince I went up to Jeru- 
Jalem to pay my devotions 
there, : 

12 and that they neither 
detected me in the temple in 
a debate with any perfon—or 
railing a mob, either in the 
fynagogue, or in any part of 
the capita). 

13 Nor can they prove a- 
ny one article of the charge, 
which they have now exhi- 
bited againft me.

lately called before the San- 
hedrim.

I uttered with great emotion 
the following expreffion—** I 
am impeached at this vene- 
rable court for my firm belief 
of a fucure refurrection.”

7 Here as he ftood at the 
bar, his ptofecutots from Je- 
rulalem with great virulence 
charged him with many hei- 
nous and atrocious crimes 
nond of which, upor 
ftrict examination, they were 
able to prove againft him. 

8 For in his apology he 
publickly declared in the

15.This perfon, during 


a fhort vifit 1 paid to Jeruf- 


lem upon my arrival, the 
high priefts and priacipal 
magiftrates loaded with ma- 
ny atrocious and aggravated 
crimes —~ and importunately 
begged me to pals fentence 
of death upon him. 

16 To thefe urgent entrea- 
ties I replied — that it was 
not cuftomary for the Ro- 
mans fo gratify any man 
with the death of another 
—- and thar the ™ laws of 
Rome enacted, That the per- 
fon impcached fhould have 
free liberty to offer a public

18 But his profecutors now 
alledgzed againft him no fuch 
impu:zations as I imagined 
they would do. 

19 They only had to charge 
him with differing from thent 
in jome controverted points 
and fubtilties in their * relt- 
gion — and about one Jefus, 
whom they declared was dead, 
but whom the prifoner aver- 
red to be fill living. 

20 I, being greatly per- 
plexed and embarrafled in 
what manner to terminate 
this affair, afked the prifo- 
ner, If he would confent to 
have his caufe tried in Jeru-. 
falem, as 

2: Upon this propofal, he 
made his pan ἃ ὦ Cue 
and publickly infifted upon 
the emperor’s decifion— and 
he is now under confinement, 


till I have an opportunity of 
fending him to ἡ τις : 

22 Agrippa then faid to 
Feftus —— I thould be glad to 
hear what this perfon hath to 
fay in vindication of his prin- 
ciples --- To-morrow then, 
faid the procurator, you thal] 
have this pleafure. 

23 Accordingly, the next 
day, king Agrippa and his 
Gfter Bernice, with a moft 
{plendid and magnificent re- 
tinue, entered the pretorium, 
attended alfo by the Roman 
tribunes and perfons of the 
firft diftinétion in Csefarea — 
When this large brilliant af- 
fembly were feated, Feftus 
ordered Paul to be brought 
before them.

6 The natives in the mean 
time kept their eyes intenfely 
fixed upon him — expecting 
cvery moment to fee the ter- 
rible effects of the poifon, 


in either caufing him to fwell, - 


or inftantly to drop down 
lead —- But after they had 
viewed him for. fome time in 
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anxious and painful expecta- 
tation, and found none of the 
ufual fymptoms eniue, their 
former fentiments of him 
were. changed into devour 
aftonifhment and awe — and 
they declared he was a God. 
7 On that coaft, where the 
veifel was wrecked, lay the 
eftate of the governor of the 
ifland, whofe name was Pub- 
lius ---- This gentleman gave 
us .a friendly reception, and 
entertained us at his houfe for 
three days with great huima- 


nity. 

8 The father of this gen- 
tleman happened now to be 
confined to his bed by a dy- 
fentery and fever—Paul went 
into his chamber — prayed 
— laid his hands upun him 
—<and miraculoufly reftored 
him to perfect healch. 

9 The report of this cranf- 
action being foon {pread over 
the ifland, all the inhabirants, 
who laboured under any in- 
difpofitions, went to the a- 


{ poftle, and were miraculoufly 


cured. 

10 The people therefore 
made us the moft grateful re- 
turns—treating us with every 
civility and at our rcim- 
barking generoufly provided 
us with every thing we might 
want In our future voyage.

on board an Alexandrian vef-

12 Our next difembarka- 
tion was at Syracufe — where 
we {pent three days.

23 And thofe parts of our 
frame, which we are apt to 
oo as comparatively ig- 
poble, on thefe we lavifh the 
moft adventitious honour and 
ornament—and nur fuppofed 
inelegant parts have, in rea. 
lity, the moft elegance and 
{ymmetry. 

24 Thofe parts of our frame, 
on which the hand of nature 
hath beftowed the moft grace 
and elegance, are not of that 
real utility as others are—Bup 
the Deity hath fo compounded 
and conftituted the human 
fyftem, as to give moft ho- 
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nour to thofe members which, 
apparently, have leaft of it, 

25 inorder that there might 
be no difunion and diffenuon 
in the human fyftem; but thar 
there might be a reciprocal 
confent and mutual tenfibi- 
lity of all its yarious mem- 
bers:: 

26 For if one member fee! 
pain, all the other members 
fympathize with it: if one 


4member feel pleafure, all the 


others thrill with the pleafing 
fenfation.

NNEXED to the dlexandrian MS. the moft antient 
and celebrated manufcript of the New Teitament, is 
the foliowing epiftle of Cuement to the Corinthians.

But the noblecft atrefta- 
tion to his character is given by St. Paul, who mentions 
him among thofe whofe names are in the book of lifet. What 
hath contributed in the Jeter ages to invalidate its fcriptural 
authority, is, no Goubt, the fabulous ftory of the Phanix— 
which he only intraduces by way of fmile to Uluttrace the 
doctrine of the refurrefiion from the dead. It was univerfally 
believed in chole times that there was fuch a bird, juft as 
it wag believed that the ΔΩ performed its revolutions round 
the earth, and that maniacal and epileptic cafes were caufed 
by the actual poffeffion of demons, Chriftianity was not 
defigned to teach men pbilofopby, and to rectify the errors 
of vulgar theory and f{peculation. This moft excellent epiftle 
is not wow efteemed of canonical authority, but it may be 
read by every ferious and good Chriftian with great improve- 
ment and edification.

May every favour and felicity from God, the univerfal 
Governour, through Jefus’ Chrift, be abundantly difpenfed 
to you ! ——So fudden and univerfal have becn the troubles, 
my dear Chriftian brethren, in which we have been involved, 
thac the attention you defiredd us to give to your unhappy 
ficuation, hath been hitherto delayed. We judge ourfelves. 
guilty of tardinefs in not having fooner adverted to that 
wicked and deteflable difcard and faétion, which a few rath. 
and obftinate perfons have kindled into fo furious a fame— 
by which your charattcr, formerly fo venerable, fo univer. 
fally celebrated, and fo defervedly efteemed of al! men, hath 
greatly fuflered. For who, that vifited Corinth, did not. 
applaud your fteady and exemplary profeflion of the gofpel f 
Who did not admire your calm and rational piety as Chri- 
ftians ! Who did noc celebrate your amiable and generous, 
hofpitality ! Who did not beftow the higheft eulogies. on 
your perfect and accurate knowledge of Chriftianity! In, 
every inftance ef dyty your character was irrcproachable.. 
In the commandments of God you walked: to your paflors. 
you yielded obedience : to your aged you paid due honour, :. 
youth you carefully trained’ up.in fobriecy and virtue : wo-. 
men you commanded to maintain fanctity of manners and 
puricy of confcience, ta love their hufbands, to be in fub-. 
jection. You inftruéted them in domeftic duties, and ens 
joyned chem ever to preterve an inviolable chaftity. 


§ I. T IIE church of God in Reme to the church 


' §IL You were, moreover, gumble—in nothing elated—« 
yielding deference to others rather than claiming it your- 
telyes—more delighted with giving than receiving —Pertectly

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fatisfied with the divine allotments, and diligently attending 
to his word, you treafured it up in your minds, and kept 
the. divine inftructions before your eyes. In this profqund 
and happy tranquillity you all lived, cherilhing an infatiable 
ardour to do good, and mutually enjoying the ample endow- 
ments of the Holy Spirit. Full of holy defires and bene- 
volent difpofitions, you {tretched our your hands, with de- 
vout confidence, to God the univerfa] Governour, imploring 
his pardoning mercy if you had fallen into any involuntary 
errors, Night and day you carneitly interceded with God 
for the whole Chriftian name — that the whole community 
of his {elect and favoured people might, through his mercy, 
finally attain eternal falvation! ‘You were diflinguifhed 
for fincerity and fimplicicy, and the mutual forgivenefs of 
injuries. All difcord, all diffention, you regarded with 
horror. You mourned over the fins of your neighbours : 
their deficiencies you efteemed your own. You rejoiced in 
every opportunity to do a beneficent action: you were 
prompt to every good work. Your minds were adorned 
with univerfal virtue, and the whole tenour of your religious 
conveNnation was governed by the fear of God. The itatutes 
and ordinances of the Lord were engraven on the tablet of 
your heart. 


§ ΠῚ. The higheft glory and the ampleft felicity was 
conferred upon you fo thac in you was accomplifhed what 
is recorded in fcripture: [Ze eat and drank, be was enlarged, 
be waxed fat and kicked, Hence. conteft and envy, diffention 
and difcord, perfecution and violence, war and captivity. 
Hence the loweft orders among you have rifen up againft the 
bigbeft ; the meanett againft the illuftrious ; the unintelligene 
againft the wife ; the young againift the aged ! Hence it is that 
virtue and tranquillity are departed from you, fince each of 
you banifhes from his mind the fear of God, hath greatly 
darkened and oSfcured his religious principles, walks ne 
Jonger in the divine precepts, nor regulates his lite according 
to the rules of the gofpel, but every one follows the lead 
of his depraved defires, exciting unrighteous and wicked 
animofity and envy, by which deaté firft entered into the 
world.

*¢ chou murderedift the Egyptian yefterday ὃ" It was ani- 
mofity and envy that made Aaron and Miriam to be ex- 
cluded from the camp of Ifrael. It was animofity and envy 
thar occafioned Dathan and Abiram to be f{wallowed up 
alive, becaufe of their faétious oppofition to Mofes the fer- 
vant of God. It was animofity and envy that caufed David 
to be hated not only by other nations, buc to be perfecuted 
even by Saul the king of Lrael | 


. § V. But leaving thefe antient examples, let us defcend 
to thoft illuftrious worthies who have adorned our age. Let 
us confider thofe renowned examples which have appeared 
i our times. It was through animofity and malice that 
‘the taichful and moft holy ornaments of the Chriftian church 
have been perfecuted even to the moft dreadful death! Let 
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us place before our eyes the holy apoitles. Peter, through 
wicked animofity, did not fupport only one or twe, but many 
fufferings ; and, in this manner, fetting his feal to the caute 
he had efpoufed, went to thofe manfions of glory referved 
for his fidelity. It was through animofity and rage that 
Paul obtained the reward of his conftancy — after having 
been feven times imprifoned, after having been expelicd from 
Various cities and countries, after having heen ftoned, after 
having publifhed the gofpel both in the caft and in the weft, 
he received the gloricus palm of his fidelicy—for having in- 
ftructed the whole world in righteoufnefs, and penetrated to 
the very extremities of the weft, he was crowned with mar 
tyrdom by the command of the governours, and being thus 
dif{miffed from human lite, was received to the heavenly 
abodes — leaving us the moft illuftrious pattern of fortitude 


and patience. : 


§ VI. Befides thefe holy men, a great number of Chriftians 
were involved in the fame calamities, being fubjected by 
rage and refentment to fuftain many indignities and tor- 
ments, and thereby cxhibiting to us a moft wosthy partern. 
Through rage and malice the fair fex have been involved in 
perfecutions, have fupported the moft cruel and unworthy 
punifhments, and though weak in perfon, have been enabled 
to finifh the Chriftian race with honour, and have received 
the glorious chaplet of immortality. Animonty hath corn 
afunder the conjugal bond, and difproved that affertion of 
Adam: Bone of my bone, fico of my filefb. Animofity and 
difcord have overturned the nobleft cities, and totally exter- 
minated the molt formidable nations. . 


ὁ VII. Thefe things, dearly beloved, we write not merely 
to admonifh you, but at the fame time to imprefs our own 
minds with their importance. For we are placed in the 
fame common theatre: and the fame arduous contention 
awaiteth ws. Let us therefore abandon every vain and fri- 
volous purftit, and conform to the glorious and venerable 
ftandard of our holy vocation. Let us regard what is good, 
what is amiable, and what is acceptable in the eyes of our 


Maker. Let us contemplate the blood of Jefus, and ἐν: 
ider 
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Gder how valuable in the Divine eftimation its-effufion is— 
asic was fhed for our falvation, and hath offered to the 
whole world the favour of repentance. Let us take a review 
of all af ages, and refle&t how in every fucceffive genera- 
tion the Supreme hath gracioufly afforded an opportunity 
οἵ repentance to thofe who were difpofcd to return to him, 
Noah preached repentance ; and thole who obeyed him were 
faved. Jonah preached repentance to the. Ninevites, and 
thofe of them who renounced their vices, though they had 
-heen alienated from God, yet upon earneftly imploring his 
forgivenefs, rendered him propitious, and obtained fal» 
vation. 


- § VIII. Not only the minsfers of the grace of God have 
by the Holy Spirit fpoken of repentance, but God bimfelf 
hath fpoken concerning it with an oath: ‘* As I live, faith 
< the Lord, I defire not the death of a finner, but that he 
.  fhould repent.” Adding this. illuftrious declaration : 
“ ‘Turn. from your iniquity, Ὁ houfe of Ifrael..: Say. unto 
ἐς the children of my people, Though your fins fhould reach 
*¢ from earth to heavens and though they fhould be redder 
«¢ chan fcarlet, and blacker than fackcloth; yet if you will 
* turn to me with all your heart, and call me father, 1 will 
«© hearken to you, as to an holy people.” And in another 
place he thus fpeaks: ‘* Wath ye, make you clean: put 
«¢ away the evil of your doings from before mine eyes : 
“¢ ceafe to do evil, learn to do well: feek judgment: relieve 
‘¢ che opprefied : judge the fatherlefs : plead tor the widow. 
“ Come now and let us reafon together, faith the Lord : 
_ τὸ Though your fins be as fcarlet, they fhall be whire as 
“© fnow ; though they be red as crinifon, they fhall be as 
“© wool. Jf you be willing and obedient, you fhall eat of the 
“« pood of the land; buc if you retufe and rebel, you fhall 
ες be devoured with the fword ; for the mouth of the Lord 
¢ hath fpoken it.” Defirous therefore that all his beloved 
children fhould repent, he hath ratified thefe his gracious 
intentions by his fupreme authority and will. 


§ IX. Let us therefore obey his moft benevolent and 
glorious will, and as the fupplicants of his mercy and be-. 
nignity, 
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nignity, let us proftrate ourfelves before him, and implore 
his tender mercies — for ever renouncing all our vain pur- 
fuiis, and that difcord and animofity which will plunge us 
in death eternal. Let us fix our eycs on thofe who have 
approved themfelves the faithful and perfect minitters of his 
moit glorious Majefty. Let us contemplate Enoch, who 
being tound in obedience and righteoufnels, was cranflated, 
and did not feel the ftroke of death. Noah, beins found 
faithful, preached amendment and reformation of life to the 
world, and God, by him, preferved all the living creatures, 
which entered, in mutual harmony, into the ers. 


§ X. Abraham, denominated the friend of God, appro- 
ved his fidelity in obeying the divine commands. From a 
rinciple of obedience he relinquifhed his country, his 
Kindred, and his father’s houfe, in order that forlaking a 
litele country, an inconfiderable kindred, and a {mall family, 
he might inherit the promifes of God. for thus faid God 
to him: ‘* Get thee out of thy country, and from thy 
4. kindred, and from thy father’s houfe, unto a land that 
τ 1 will fhow thee. And I will make thee a great nation, 
με and I will blefs thee, and make thy name great, and 
ἐξ thou fhalt be bleffed. And I will blefs them that blets 
*¢ thee, and curfe them that curfe thee: and in thee fhall 
© all the families of the earth be bleffed.” And again, 
when he was feparated from Lot, God faid τὸ him: ** Lift 
ἐς up now thine eyes, and look from the place where thou 
‘© arc,. northward, and fouthward, and caftward, and weft- 
‘© ward: for all the Jand which thou feet, to thee will I 
* give it, and to thy feed forever. And I will make thy 
ες feed as the duft of the earth, fo that if a man can number 
st the duft of the earth, then fhall thy feed alfo be number- 
“- ed.” And again he faith: “ And God brought forth 
$¢ Abraham and faid to him, Look now towards heaven, 
** and tell che ftars, if thou be able to number them; fo 
ἐς fhall thy feed be. And Abraham believed God, and it 
‘© was counted to him for righteoufnels.” On account of 
his faith and hofpitality chere was given him a fon in his 
old age ; whom, in compliance with the divine asia 
1: 
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he offered a facrifice to God on one of the mountains te 
which he was directed. 


§ XI. On account of his hofpitality and piety Lot was 
refcued out of Sodom, all the adjacent country been over- 
whclmed in a deluge of fre and brimitone —the Almighty 
manifefling to the world, 1η this initance, that he wits never 
defert thofe who cunfide in him, and that he will infitét τῆς 
moft dreadful punifhments on the difubedient.— for his waite, 
who accompanied him at his departure trom ihe city, being 
of a different dilpofition, and not concurring with him in 
the fame fentiments of piety, was fixed a monument of tie 
divine indignation, to remain a pillar of falt to this day— 
that all might learn, That thofe who queition a providence, 
and diftru(t the power of God, incur the aivine mficiicns, 
and thus ferve to tcach all fucceeding ages a leflon of uierut 
inftruction. 


_ ὃ XII. For her faith and hofpitality Raab the harlac was 
eferved. For when Jofhua the ton of Nun had fent-fpies 
into Jericho, and the king of that country had gained in- 
telligence of it, and fent men to feize them, that they 
mighe be put to death, this hofpicable woman recetved them 
mto her houle, and-concealed them in an upper room, un- 
der ftalks of fax, and when meffengers came from the 
king and faid: "" There came men unty thee to fpy out the 
“απ, bring them forth, for fo hath the king command- 
“κἀς; She anfwercd, “* The two men whom you iwek 
“ came unto me, but prefently they departed, and are 
“ gone:” not difcovering them. ‘Then the faid to the 
fpies: “1 know that the Lord your God hath given this 
** city into your hands; for τὰν ὧν of you is tailen upon 
“© ail that dwell therein, When theretore you thall have 
© taken it, you fhall fave me and my father’s houte.” And 
they anfwered her, faying: ‘* Jt fhail be as chou nait fpoken 
“ cous. Theretore when thou fhalt know wat we are near, 
«ὁ thou fhalt gather all thy ramily together upon the houts- 
“ top, and they fhall be faved: But all chat ihall be round 
*¢ without thy houfe, fhall be deftroyed.” And they more- 
over pave her a fien; that fhe fhoma hang out of her hovie 
ᾷ SCAR- 
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a-SCARLET line: manifefting, that through the sLoop of 
our Lord all thofe who believe and hope in God, fhould ob- 
tain REDEMPTION. Sce, beloved, there was not only faitd, 
but even propbefy, in this woman! 


§ XHI. Let us therefore, my brethren, adorn our fouls 
with humility — diveiting ourfelves of all haughtinefs, and 
arrogance, and fully, and paffiun. Let us attend to the 
directions of fcripture ; for the Holy Spirit faith : “* Let not 
“ the wife man glory in his wildom, nor che ftrong man in 
“< his ftrength, nor the rich man in his niches; but let him 
** that glorieth, glory in the Lord, to feek him, and to do 
“ judgment and juftice." Above all, remembering the 
words of our Lord Jefus, which he delivered when he was 
inculcating mildnefs and meeknefs: “ Show mercy that 
*“* you may obtain mercy: Forgive that you may be for- 
** given. As you do to others, fo fhall ic be done to you. 
** As you give, fo fhall it be given to you. As you judge,. 
“* fo thall you be judged. As you ἴδον kindnefs τὸ others, 
* fo will kindnefs be fhowed to you. With what meafure. 
““ you mete, with the fame fhall tt be meafured τὸ you 
““ again.” In this direction, and in thefe precepts, let us 
eflablith ourielves, that we may walk in obedience to his 
moft excellent rules, being adorned with humility. For. 
the fcripcure faith : “* Upon whom will I look, but upon 
‘© him that is meek and of 4 contrite {pirit, and that trem-. 
** bles at my word,”

_ § XIV. Juftice, therefore, and duty require, my brethren, 
that we fhould rather obey God than in haughtinefs and 
diforder to follow the authors and fomenters of deteftable 
difcord. For it is no fmail detriment we fhall fuftain, ra-. 
ther, we fhall incur very great danger, if we precipitantly 
furrender ourfelves to the wills of men, whofe aim and ftudy- 
it is to invalve us in contentions and factious parties, in or~ 
Ger to divert us from the path of our duty. Let us then 
mutually exercife the greatelt benigaity and kindnefs one. 
to another, according to the iniinite benevolence and love 
of the Being who made us. Ivor it is written: ** ‘i he mer- 


** citul fhail inherit the earch, and they chat are withous 
ae = 
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* evil, fhall be left upon ic; δας the tranfgrefiors fiall perith 
* from che face of it.” And again the icripture fai: * I 
“ have feen the wicked in great power, aad {preading him- 
“ feif ike che cedars of Lebanon. 1 paffed by, and lo! he 
“ was not: ὦ foughr his place, but it could not be found. 
“ Keep innocence, and do the thing chat 15 right; for there 
“ fhall be a remnant to the peaceable man.” 


§ XV. Let us, therefore, join ourfelves to thofe who from 
a principle of religion ftudy to live peaceably, and not to 
thofe, who only from a principle of hypocrify defire peace. 
For he faith in a certain place: “ This people honoureth 
“ me with their fips, but their heart is far from me.” And 
again: * They blefs with their mouth, but curle in their 
“ heart.” And again the {cripture faich: ‘* They loved 
“ him with their mouth, and wich their tongue they hed to 
“ him. For their heart was not right with him, neither 
“© were they faithful to his covenant. Let all deceitful lips 
“ become dumb, and the tongue that {peaketh proud things, 
“© ‘Who have faid, with our tongue will we prevail: our lips 
““ are our own, who is Lord over us. For the oppreffion 
Ὡς of che poor, for the fighing of the ncedy, now will I arile, 
“Ὁ faith the Lord; I will ict him in jafety, I wiil deal con- 
“© fidently with him.” 


᾿ς § XVI They are the humble and lowly who have an intereft 
in Chrift, not thofe who infolently ulurp dominion over his 
flock. For our Lord Jefus Chrift, who was the fceptre of 
the Divine fupremacy, did not affume any oftentatious pomp 
and grandeur, though he might have affumed it, but was 
humble and lowly, as the Holy Spirit thus witneffeth con- 
cerning him, ‘* Lord, who hath believed our report, and 
“ to whom is the arm of the Lord revealed? For he fhall 
4“: crow up before him as a tender plant, and as a root out 
“ ofadry ground. He hath no forin nor comelinefs, and when 
“© we fhall fee him, there is no beauty that we fhould defire 
“him. He is defpifed and rejected of men: a man of 
‘¢ forrows and acquainted with grief. And we hid, as it 
© were, our faces from him. He was defpifed, and we 
““ eftcemed him not, Surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
ἐς carried 
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carned our forrows. Yet we did efteem him ftricken, 
fmitcen of God and afflidtted. But he was wounded for. 
our tranigreffions: he was bruifed for our iniquities: the 
chaftitement cf our peace was upon him, and with his. 
frripes we are healed, All we like fheep have gone aftray! 
we have turned every one to his‘own way, and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us all. He was opprefied 
and he was afflicted, yer he.opened not his mouth. He is 
brought as a lamb to the flaughter, and as a fheep before 
her thearers is dumb, fo he openeth not his mouth. He 
was taken trom prifon, and from judgment, and who fhall 
declare his generation? For he was cut off out of the 
land of the living , for the tranfereffion of my people was 
he ftricken. And he made his grave with the wicked, 
and with the rich in his death; becaufe he had done no 


violence, neither was any deccit in his mouth. Yet it 


pleafed.the Lord to »ruife him, he hath put him to grief, 
When thou fhale make his foul an offering for fin, he 
fhall fee his feed, he fhall prolong his days, and the plea- 
fure of the Lord fhall profper in his hand. He fhall fee 
of the travail of his foul, and fhall be fatisfied. By his 
knowledge fhall my righ.euus fervant juftify many, for 
he fhali oear their iniquities. Therefore will 1 divide him 
a pornon with the great, and he fhall divide the fpoil 
with the itrong, becaufe he hath poured out his foul unto 
death. And he was numbered with the tranfgreffors, and 
he bare the fin of many, and made interceffion for the 
tranigreffors.” And again he himfelf faith: “ I ama 
worm and no man, a reproach of men, and defpifed of the 
people. Ali they that fee me, laugh me to fcorn: they 
hoot out their lips, they fhake their head, faying, He 
truited in God that he would dehver him: Jet him deliver 
him, feeing he delighted in him.” See, my dear Chriftian 


brethren, what an example is here difplayed before us! 
If our Lord thus demeaned himfelf, how ought we to conr 
duét ourfelves, who, by his benignity, are brought under his 
gracious yoke ! 


§ XVII. Let us be followers of thofe who went about in 


fheep-fkins and goat-fkins, proclaiming the advent of the 


Meffial: 
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Meffiah. Such as Elias, and Elitha, and Ezekiel the pro- 
hets, and other good men, whofe virtues the fcripture cele- 
rates, Highly was Abraham honoured in being iftyled 
the fnend of <sod—and yet when he contemplated the glory 
of God, with true humility he cries out: J am dui ἀμ and 
ajfbes ! Of Job it is alfo written: That he was juft and with- 
out blame, true; one that ferved God, and abitained from 
allevil. Yet he, reproaching himfelf, fays: No man is free 
from pollution, no, not though be frould live for one day! 
Mofes was found faithful in all his houfe, and God, by his 
miniftry, inflicted many dreadful judgments on Egypt—yer, 
though he was fo highly diftinguifhed, he was not elated— 
but faid, when the Divine Voice addreffed him out of the 
bufh: ** Who am J, that thou fhouldeft fend me ὃ | am of a 
** weak voice and a flow tongue.” And again he faith: 
“ Pam as the vain vapour from a pot!” 


§ XVII. What thall we fay of David who. obtained that 
itluftrious character from God: “1 have found a man after 
“ my own heart, David the fon of Jeffe. With my holy 
“+ oil 1 have anointed him.” Yet he himfelf faith to God : 
« Have mercy upon me, O God, according to thy loving 
** kindnefs ; according to the multitude of thy tender mer- 
“ cies blot out my tranigreffions. Wafh me thoroughly 
‘* from mine iniquity, and cleanfe me from my fin. For 
“1 acknowledge my tranfgreffions, and my fin is ever before 
“ me. Again{t thee only have I finned, and done this evil 
“ὁ in thy fight, thae thou mighteft be juftified when thou 
“© fpeakeft, and be clear when thou judgeft. Behold, I was 
“ fhapen in iniquity, and in fin did my mother conceive 
“ me. Behold, thou defireft truth in the inward parts, and 
“τῷ the hidden part thou fhalt make me to know wifdom. 

© Purge me with hyffop, and I fhall be clean; wah me, 
“ and I thall be whiter chan fhow. Make me to hear joy 
“ and gladnefs, that the bones which thou haft broken may 
« rejoice. Hide thy face from my fins, and blot out all 
“ mine iniquities. Create in me a clean heart, O God; 
“ and renew a right {pirit within me. Caft me not away 
“ from thy prefence, and take not thy Holy Spirit from me. 
ὅς Reftore unto me the joy of thy falvation, and uphold τς 
ἐς Wi 
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ὦ with thy free Spirit. Then will I teach tranfgreffors thy 
** ways, and finners fhall be converted unto thee. Deliver 
““ meé from blood-guiltinefs, O God, thou God of my fal. 
‘* vation, and my tongue fhall fing aloud of thy righteouf 
“ποῖ, O Lord, open thou my lips, and my mouth fhall 
“ fhew forth chy praife. For thou defireft not facrifice,. 
“ elfe would [ give it; thou delighteft not in burnt-offer- 
“* ings. The facrifices of God are a broken heart; a bro- 
“ ken and a contrite heart, O God, thou wilt not defpife.” 


ἢ XIX. The humility and fubmiffive obedience, there- 
fore, of fo many and fuch illuftrious perfons, who have been 
honoured with thefe eulogies, have not only rendered us, 
but all preceding ages, better, who have received the divine 
oracles tn fear and truth. Since therefore examples fo nu- 
merous, fo great, and fo tlluftrious, have been held up to 
our view, Jet us fteadily purfue that peace which hath been 
inculcated upon us from the beginning. Let us intenfely 
contemplate the Creator and Parent of univerfal nature, and 
indelibly imprefs our minds with his moft magnificent, his 
moft tranicendantly excellent gifts and bleffings of . peace, 
Let us view him in tdea, and ftedfaftly fix the eye of the 
foul upon his never-ceafing benevolence. Let us confider 
how infinitely kind and benign he is to every one of his 
creatures. | , | 


§ XX. The revolutions of the heavens, harmonioufly 
conducted by his adminiftration, are fubject to him in peace. 
Day and night, without the leaft confufion, regularly pro- 
duce the viciffirude he: hath ordained. The fun and moon, 
and heavenly conftellations, according to his appointment, 
in harmonious concord, without the leaft irregularity, per- 
form the various motions he hath affigned them. The earth 
opens her teeming bofom according to his will, and in its 
appointed feafons fupplieth men and animals, and every 
living creature on its furface, with food in copious abund- 
ance—no confufion and diforder being ever introduced into 
thofe laws he hath eftablifhed. The inexplorable abyfs, and 
the unfathomable depths are controuled by his fovereign 
mandate, The immenfity of the ocean, whofe infinite “— 
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of water his creative power colleéted and combined into one 
ναί fyftem, cranfzrefles not the boundaries tn-which he hath 
tircumicribed it, but obeys his authoritative ordinance. 
For Gad faita: Hitherto foalt thou go, and no farther: bere 
jhall thy waves be frayed. The ocean, impermeable to mor- 
tals, and the worlds beyond it, are harmontoufly governed 
by the fame conftituiion of the Supreme Ruler, Spring, 
fummer, autumn, winter; follow cach other in harmunious 
rotation. The winds itationed in their various quarters, 
at thtir appointed time, without: any wild tumultuous col- 
lifion, perturm the fervices aligned them. The perennial 
fountains, which the Creatur’s bounty hath formed for 
utility and health, open their bofom fiowing with indefec- 
tible ftreams to fupport the lite of mortals: The minutett 
and moft inconfiderable creatures ftaiedly cohabit in har- 
mony and concord. All theie things the Great Creator and 
Lord of un:verfal' nature, by his fovereign appcintment, 
hath harmonioully difpofed — diffufing his goodnefs upon 
@i, but in a moit tranicendently liberal manner upon us, 
who have fled for refuge to his mercy through Jcfus Chritk 
our Lord. To him be glory and dominion through all the 
revolving ages of eternity! Amen. 


_ ἃ ΧΧΙ͂, Be cautious, my dearly beloved; Ieft his various 
bleffings fhould only expofe you to condemnation, if you 
(ποιὰ be found not to have lived in a manner worthy of 
God, and in mutual concord and harmony to have per- 
formed thofe things that are good and acceptable to him. 
For he faith in a certain place: Tle Spirit of the Lord ἢ ὦ 
-damp that exploreth ihe fecret receffes of the mind. Wet us 
confider how near he is to every one of us, and that we 
cannot fcreen a fingle thought or word from his infallible 
‘knowledge. It is our duty, therefore, never to defert our 
tank and revale from his will Let us rather offend men 
who are weak and unintelligent, and oftentatious, and in- 
flated with the pride of their Superior wifdom, than GOD, 
Let us reverence our Lord Jefus Chrift, whofe blood was 
voluntarily fhed for us, Let us revere our paftors, honour 
our aged, inftruct our children in the fear of God, and form. 
ur women to virtue. Let them difplay a fandctity of man- 
Vou. I, Ζ ners ἃ 
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ners: let them manifeft a mild and amiable difpofition : let’ 
them fhow, in a modeft filence, their averfion from. all in: 
temperate garrulity : let them diffufe their benevolence and 
love, not by fond partiality, but equally to all who fear 
God. Let your children be trained up in Chrifhan difcts 
pline: let them learn how much humility avails with God: 
~—what efficacy pure benevolence hath withthe Deity—how 
happy and important it is to fear ‘him — and how he faveck 
thofe who pioufly walk beforc him with a pure mind — for 
he is a witnefs of our thoughts and intentions. It 1s hit 
= i breathe, -and, when he pleafes, he can with- 
raw it! | 


§ XXII. Faith in Chrift confirmeth all thefe truths — for 
by the Holy Spint he himfelf thus addreffeth us: “* Come, 
«* ye children, and hearken unto me, and I will teach you 
ἐς the fear of the Lord. What man is there that defireth 
<“ life, and loveth to fee good days ? Keep thy tongue from 
_ * evil, and thy lips that they fpeak no guile. Depart from 

“ς evil and do good; feek peace and purfue it. The eyes 
ἐς of the Lord are upon the righteous, and his ears are open 
““ to their prayers. But the face of the Lord is againft 
“ them that do evil, to cut off the remembrance of them 
‘from the earth. The righteous cried, and the Lord heard 
“¢ him, and delivered him out of all his troubles. Many 
“4 are the.troubles of the finner, but mercy fhall furround 
“© thofe who hope in God.” | 


§ XX. The all-merciful and benevolent Parent hath 
the tendereft compaffion for them that fear him,. and with 
infinite delight and complacency imparteth his felecteft fa- 
vours to thofe who approach him in fimplicity and purity. 
Let us not ‘therefore call in queftion his bounty, or cherifh 
the leaft-diffidence concerning his moft exuberant and glo- 
tious beneficence. Far be-it from us that we ever verify 
that paffage of fcriprure: Miferable are the double-minded, 
who are diftracted with impious doubts, who fay, Thefe things 
we bave beard from our fathers, but bebold we are now grown 
old, and none of thefe things have happened to us! O thought- 
leis and inconfiderate! Obferve the trees—the vine, for τ 

: ample. 
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ample. Firft it fheds its leaves — next the buds appear —- 
then the leat—then the bloom—- afterwards the four grape— 
ἐφ of ali the ripe fruit. You fee in how /Zert a fpace the 
fruit attains its maturity. With the fame drevity and fwift- 
nefs, be affured, fhall his will be compleatly perfected — for 
the fcripture folemnly declares, Dbat be will quickly come 
and net delay, that the Lord will fuddenly come to bis temple, 
even the holy one whom you expett. 


§ XXIV. Let us confider, my beloved, how inceffantly 
our Maker tndicateth to us a future refurrection. The Al- 
mighty conftituted our Lord Jefus Chrift the jr fruits of 
this general harveft, by raifing him from the dead, Let us 
attend, my beloved, to nature, which continually exhibits 
ἃ refurrection. The interchanges of day and night read to 
us 4 refurrection, The might is wrapped in darknefs — the 
day emerges from its gloom — the night and day follow 
each other in {wife fucceffion. Let us obferve the grain, 
“and confider in what manner itjs formed. The hufband- 
‘man goeth forth—cafts it into the ground — it falls into the 
foil, dry and naked — it is diffolved —after its diffolution, 
the omnipotence of the great Creator raifeth it into new 
ife—it burfts forth into a copious car—and produceth fruit 
In rich abundance. 


§ XXV. Let us contemplaté that wonderful phenome- 
non in the eaftern countries, namely, about Arabia. There 
is a certain bird called a Phoenix. There is never but one 
of the fpecies, and it lives five hundred years. When the 
time of its diffolution approaches, it forms a neft of frank- 
incenfe, myrrh, and other arothatics. Into this, when its 
time is compleated, it enters and dies. Its Aefh putrifying, 
‘generates a worm, which feeds on the carcafe of its deceafed 
parent until it puts forth wings — becoming then robuft 
and vigorous, it takes the neft, where the bones of its pre- 
eceffor lie, and carries it through the air from Arabia to 
Feypt, into a city called Heliopohs. And there, in opeh 
‘day, in the fight ef all the inhabitants, it lays them upon 
the altar of the fun, and then returns. When the priefts 
examine the records, they find that this phenomenon a 
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made its appearance precifely at the confummation of a pe- 
riod of five hundred years. 


§ XXVI. Shall we therefore deem it any thing marvel- 
lous and wonderful that the univerfal Creator fhould blefs 
thufe, who have ferved him in full affurance of faith, with a 
refarreétion ; when in tbs bird he exhibits to us a ftriking 
emblem of the greatnefs of this magnificent promife. For 
he faith ina certain place: Thou wilt raife me up, and I will 
celebrate thy praife. I laid me down and fiépt, I awaked, fer 
thou art with me. And again Job fanh: Thou wilt raife up 
this βοΐ of mine which hath endured all thefe fufferings. 


§ XXVIIL. In this tranfporting hope, therefore, Jet our 
fouls be firmly united τὸ .him who is faithful in his pro- 
miles, and juft in his decifions. He who proiibited Jing, 
how much more will not he violate frafé 1, Vhere is naching 
impoffible with God except the violation of truth. Let 
faith in God, therefore, re-kindle with new vigour in our 
boioms, and Jet us confider that he is intimately prefent 
with every thing, that he hath formed all things by his om- 
nipotent Word, and by his Word is able to involve ail things 
in tetal deftruciion! “* Who fhalifay to him, what doeft 
“ chou? Who can refift the power of his might ? When he 
* pleafeth, and as he pleafeth, he will do all things, and no- 
* thing can fruftrate his determinations. All things are 
* before him, and nothing is concealed from his notice. 
«© The heavens declare the glory of God, and the firmament 
«ὁ fheweth forth his handy-work. Day unto day uttereth 
“ fpeech, night unto night fheweth knowledge. ‘There is 
ἐς no fpeech nor language where their voice is not heard.” 


” 


8. XX VIE. Since, therefore, he is an intimate fpectator, 
and a conftant witnefs of all our actions, let us fear him,,. 
and extinguifh every impure defire, that being the objects 
of his mercy we may efcape his final judgments. For 
whither can any of us fly from his potent arm-? What 
world will receive any of us, if we defert him? For the 
fcripture fays: “ ‘Whither fhall I flee from thy Spirit? 
“ ‘Where fhall 1 hide myielf from thy prefence ὃ If I afcend 
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Ὁ up into heaven, chou art there: If I remove to the ut- 
“* cermolt parts of the earth, thy night hand is there: If I 
“« make my bed in the deep, thy Spirit is there.” Whither 
€an any one remove, whither can he fly from that great Being 
who furroundeth and embraceth all things ! 


§ XXIX. Wherefore Ict us draw near to him with purity 
of mind, liiting up chafte and unpolluced hands before him, 
fuifering all our affections to fow forth towards our benign 
and moit merciful Father, who hath been gracioufly pleated 
to conititute us a pert of his chofen people. For chus it is 
written: “ When τῆς moft High divided the nations, when 
he fep. raied the fons of Adam, he fet the bounds of the 
*< nations according to the number of his angels. His pco- 
** ple Jacob became the portion of the Lord, and Hrael the 
* Jot of his inheritance.” And in another place the fcrip- 
ture faith: “ Behold the Lord taketh unto himfelf a nation. 
“6 out of the midft of the nations, as a man taketh the firit 
“ fruits of his ower, and the greateft holinefs ihall proceed 
S* out of that nation.” 


§ XXX. Since we, therefore, form a part of his feleét and 
diftinguithed people, let us practife univerfal holinefs, avoid- 
ing defamation, all wicked and unchafte embraces, drunken- 
nefs, riot, abominable luft, deteftable adultery, odious pride, 
for Ged, iaith the fcripture, refifteth the proud, but impart- 
eth his favour to the bumble. Let us, therefore, be of that 
happy number, to whom God mmpaerteth bis favour: let us 
cultivate harmony and concord: let us be humble, con- 
tinent, at the remoreft diftance from fcandal and detraétion, 
johtified by our works, not our words — for the fcripture 
faith: “© Woth he that fpeaketh and heareth many things, 
“ and that is of a ready tonguc, imagine that he is righte- 
“ ous? Blefied is he. that is born of a woman, that liveth 
“ but afew days. Ule nor therefore much fpeech.” Let 
us feek praife from God, and not from ourfelves — for God. 
hateth thofe who celebrate their own praifes. Let the tefti- 
mony of our good lives be given by others, as it was to. 
our religious forefathers. Violence, obltinacy, and arrogance, 


form the chara¢ter of thofe who are accurfed of God; gen- 
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tlenefs, humility, and mildnefs, conftitute the character of 
thofe who are Alefed of God. 


§ XXXI. Let us, therefore, fecure his dlefing— and cons 
fider by what means we may infure it. Let us revolve -the 
tranfactions of antient ime. On what account was Abra- 
ham our father bleffed ? Was it not becaufe he through faith 
practifed righteoufnefs and truth? Haac, having a full pers 
fuafion of thofe great events which God in future dime 
would affuredly accomplifh, chearfully became a facrifice. 
Jacob, in humility, left his country, flying from his brother, 
went to Laban, and lived in fervitude. He was therefore 
honoured with the illuftrious diftinction of being the father 
and ruler of the twelve tribes of Hirael. 


- § ΧΧΧΊ If any one will accurately examine every 
circumftance, he will form a juft idea of thofe bleffings 
which Ged beftowed upon Jacob. For from him defcended 
all the priefts and levites who minifter in holy chings ἃς the 
divine altar. From him defcended our Lord Jeljus as to 
human extraction. From him defcended the kings and 
princes, and potentates, who adorned the tribe of Juda. 
Nor-was-the honour and diftinétion of the other tribes in- 
confiderable, fince God promifed, That bis feed foould be as 
| she fiars of beaven. They all, therefore, attained chis illu- 
ftrious honour and greatnefs, not of themfelves, or by their 
own aétions, or by any virtue they difplayed, but by the be- 
nevolent wiltof God. So we Chriftians, alfo, being called in 
Chrift Jefus, by. his. benevolent will, do not receive our gof- 
pel: privileges from ourfelves, or from our own wifdom, or 
underftanding, or piety, or apy works we performed ; 
but we enjoy. them by means of that principle of belief, 
through which it is that the fupreme God hath ever beftow- 
ed. bleffings on all from the beginning. To him be glory 
forever andever. Amen, ὁ. 


§ XXXII. What then fhall we do, brethren? Shall we 
be remifs in well-doing, and totally difregard benevolence ? 
God grant that this may never happen to us! Rather let us 
haften with generous activity and alacrity to perform peal 
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good werk, For the Creator and Lord of all himfelf exult- 
eth in his works. For by his infinite omnipotence he efta- 
blifhed the heavens, and by his incomprehenfible wifdom he 
adorned them. He feparated the carth from the water that 
overwhelmed it, and fixed it on a folid and immoveable 
bafis. lis almighty fiat fpoke into exiftence all the living 
creatures that walk its furface. The ocean, and all the 
creatures therein, he created, and his power prefcribed its 
boundaries. Laftof all, man, the moft exalted and digni- 
ficd in rational powers, he fafhianed by his pure and {pociels 
hands, and ftamped upon him the tmprcflion of his image. 
For God tpoke thefe words: Let us mcke man in our image, 
after our oun likenefs: So God created man, male and female 
created he them. Waving fafhioned thefe works of creation, 
he applauded them, bleffed them, and faid: Jucreafe and 
multiply, ‘Ne know that all truly religious men have been 
adorned with good works. Even God, you fee, having 
adorned hinfel? with «works, rejoiced. Waving fuch a pat- 
tern, therefore, lec us unweaniedly perform his will. Let us 
with all our powers execute the work of righteoufnefs. 


§ XXXIV. A faithful labourer, with liberal confidence, 
receives the bread he hath earned by his induftry ; the floth- 
ful and indolent is not able to look che matter in the face 
that employed him. We ought, therefore, to be diligent 
and active in well-doing: For it is he that difpenieth all 
rewards: For he thus addreffeth us: Bebold the Lord, and 
bis reward is with him to recosmpenfe to every ian cecording te 
bis work. To this he importunately urges us, and ftimu- 
Jateth all our powers that we may not be remils and neg- 
ligent in any good work. Let this be the iource of our 
rejoicing and confidence. Let his will be the law of all our 
actions. Let us confider how the univerfal company of his 
angels ftand before his throne and minifter to his will. For 
the feripture faith: Myriads of myriads ftand before bim, 
thoufends of thoufands minifter unto bin: and they cry out, 
Holy, IToly, Heiy, Lord God Almighty , the whole creation is 
full of bis glory! Let xs, therefore, affemble together in 
concord, as with one mouth fervently invoke him, and ear- 
neftly implore him to admit us to that great and glorious 
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bleffednefs he hath promifed. For he faith: Hye bath nos 
feen, ear bath not Leard, neither bath it entered into the heart 


of man te conceive what God bath provided for thofe that wait 
for him. | | | 


§ XXXV-. How blieffed, my beloved brethren, and won- 
deriul are the gifts of God! Life in immortality ; fplendour 
in nehteoufnefs ; truth in liberty ; faith in affurance; tem- 
perance in holinéfs! All thefe bleflings we have faculties to 
comprebend, But what are the felicities that are referved for 
the perievering ? — The Creator and Father of eternal ages, 
the infinitely holy God, only dvows their immenfity and 
glory. Let us, therefore, earneftly ftrive to be found in the 
number of thofe who wait for him, that we may fhare the 
blefiednefs he hath promifed. How fhall we fecure it, my 
beloved ?—if our minds be firmly eftablifhed in faith towards 
God ; if we feek thofe things that are well-pleafing and ac- 
ceptable to him; if we perform thofe things that are agree- 
able to his moft holy will; if we fleadily advance in the path 
of truth, cafting from us all injuftice and iniquity, avarice, 
difcord, mialignity, fraud, fcandal, defamation, impiety, 
pride, arrogance, vain-glory, and felfifhnefs. They who 
prachife thefe things are odious to God.—And not only they 
who praégife them, but thofe who applaud others who are 
guilty of them. For thus faith the icripture: “ But unto 
“ the wicked God faid, What. haft thou to do to declare my 
« ftatutes, or that thou fhouldeft take my covenant in thy 
** mouth? Seeing thou hateft inftru€tion and caiteth my 
« words behind thee. When thou faweft a thief, then thou 
* confentedit with him, and haft been partaker with adul- 
ἐς terers. Thou giveft thy mouth to evil, and thy tongue 
* frameth deceit. Thou fitteft and fpeakeft againft thy 
“ brother, thou flandereft thy own mother’s fon. Thefe 
** things haft thou done and I kept filence ; thou thoughtedft 
‘© that Ὁ was altogether fuch an one as thyfelf — but I will 
‘* reprove thee, and fer them in order before thine eyes. 
‘© Now confider this. ye that forget God, left I tear you in 
τς pieces, and there be none to deliver. Whofo offereth 
{¢ praife, glorifieth me: and to him that ordereth his con- 
Μ verfation aright will I fhow the falvation of God,” | 

§ XXXVI. 
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§ XXXVI. Tdis.is the path, my. beloved, which . will 
finaily conduct us to our Saviour Jefus Chrift, the Highs 
- Prieft of ovr cblations, the Guardian and Support of our 
weaknefs. Through him it ts that our view is directed to- 
ward the higheft heavens. Through him it is that we be- 
hold as in a glafs his faulelefs and glorious perfon. Through. 
him it is chat the mental eye hath been opened. ‘Through 
him it is that our ignorant and benighted minds are illu- 
minated with his moit marvellous light. Through him it 
is that the Supreme God was defirous that we fhould be 
bleffed with the knowledge of immortality. ‘“* Who being 
«. αὶ radiant beam from his glory, is by fomuch greater than 
‘ the angels, as he hath by inheritance obtained a more ex- 
« cellent name than they.” For thus it is written: ‘* Who 
«© maketh the winds his angels, and a flame of fire his mini- 
 fters.” But concerning the Son the Deity thus fpeaketh : 
“ Thou art my Son, this day have 1 begotten thee. Atk 
“© of me and 1 will give thee the heathen for-thine inherit- 
“© ance, and the uttermoft paris of the earth for thy poffef 
< fion.” And again he faith concerning him: “ Sit thou 
¢ on my right hand, until I make thine enemies thy foor- 
 f{tool.”? But who are his exemies ?——The wicked, and thofe 
who oppofe their wil. to the will of God.

δ XXXVII. Wherefore, my brethren, let us ferve under 
his ftandard with all affiduity in his moft holy commands. 
Let us confider the foldiers- who are on duty under our go- 
vernours. With what order, wih what prompritude, with 
what fubmiffive obedience do they perform what is com- 
manded them. Alli are not pretors, or tribunes, or centu- 
rions, or captains, or inferior officers, but each individual 
in his own proper rank executes the orders of the emperour 
and the generals. The great can do nothing without the 
Small, nor the fmall without the great. There 1s ἃ reciprocal 
union, from which refults utility. Lec us, for inftance, 
take the human body. The head without the feet is no- 
thing, ncither the feet without the head. But the leaft and 
moft inconfiderable members are neceffary and ufeful to 
the whole body. For a/? mutually confpire, and are 
" ὌΝ " : har- 
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harmonioufly combined to form and confticute the τοὶ 
fyitem. 


§ XXXVI. In like manner let the whole Jody of Chri- 
ftians be thus harmonioufly united, and let every individual 
pay 2 deference to his neighbour according to the refpective 
ftation ia which Providence hath placed him. Let not the 
firong defpife the weak ; let the weak reverence the ftrone ; 
let the rich be liberal to the poor; let the poor be thanktul 
to God for giving him a benefactor to fupply his wants, 
Let the wife manifeft his wifdom not by words, but good 
works; let not the humble found his own praife, but Jet 
others celebrate his worth. Let not the chafte be elated, 

wing itis from another he received the gift of conti 
mence. Let us confider, my brethren, of what materials our 
frame is compofed, wha and what kind of beings we enter- 
ed into this world, as it wére fom the tomb and froma 
ftate of darknefs. Who it was that formed us and intro- 
duced us into this life, having previoufly provided accom- 
modations for us before we were ufhered into being. All 
thefe bleffings, therefore, fince we folely derive from God, 
we ought in all our enjoyments with gratitude to celebrate 
his praife. To whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen. 


. § ΧΧΧΙ͂Σ, Inconfiderate, and unintelligent, and infatu- 
ated, and illiterate men, make us Chriftians the objects of 
their banter and contemptuous {corn, willing to exalt them. 
κεῖνες in their own imaginations. “ But what can mortal 
“ man do? or what ftrength is there in him that is made 
** out of. the duft?” For it is written: “ There was no 
“ fhanpe before my eyes; only I heard a found and a voice, 
© But what? fhall man be pure before the Lord ? Shail he 
* be blamelefs in his works ? Behold he truftech not in his 
“ fervants, and his angels ke chargeth with folly. Yea, the 
κε heaven is not clean in his fight, how much lefs they that 
“ dwell in houfes of clay, of which alfo we ourfelves were 
“ made? He fmote them as a moth, and from morning 
ἐς even unto evening they endure not. Becaufe they were 
“ποῖ able to help themfelves, they perifhed. He breathed 
* upon them, and they died, becaule they had no oe 
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¥ Call now if there be: any that will anfwer thee, and to 
“ which of the angels wilt thou look? For wrath killeth 
“ the foolifh man, and envy flayeth him that is im errour, 
“ J have feen the foolifh taking root, but lo their habitation 
“© was prefently confumed. ‘Their children were far from 
“ fafety, they perifhed at. the-gates of thofe who were leffer 
“ than themfelves, and there was no man to help them. 
‘© For what was prepared for them the righteous did eat; 
“ and they fhall not be delivered from evil.” : 


- §XL. Having chefe things before our eyes, and earneftly 
Jooking into the depths of the divine knowledge, we ought 
to do all things in regularity and order, which God hath 
prefcribed us, Particularly, we ought to perform oblations 
and religious fervices at the times he hath appointed. He 
bath ordained that we fhould difcharge thefe not in an im- 
methodical and irregular manner, but in thofe proper times 
and hours his wifdom hath fixed. In what places, and 
«οὐδόν», is it his defign that thefe fhould be performed? His 
fupreme will hath exprefsly direted—in order that all things 
being religioufly performed, might meet with his propitious 
acceptance. ‘They, therefore, who in the times prefcribed 
offer up their pious oblations, are accepted and happy. For 
thofe who follow the divine regulations do not err from the 
path of duty: for the High-Prieft hath his particular fer- 
vices, the priefts have their refpective appointments, the 
levites their proper miniftries, the common people their 
feveral duties. 


§ XLI. Let each of you, brethren, in his own proper 
{tation ferve God, maintaining a confcience, not over- 
leaping the boundaries of that refpective department which 
God hath affigned him, fupporting the dignity and gravity 
of the Chriftian character. The. daily facrifices, the votive 
offerings, the fin-offerings, and trefpafs-offerings, are not 
dedicated to God in any place indifcriminately, but folely in 
Jerufalem, and even there they are not confecrated to the 
Deity in any place promifcuoufly, but only in the temple, 
at the altar, the oblation being carefully infpected by the 
high-prieft and the above-mentioned minifters. They who 
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ac contrary to his will; are punifhed with death. You fee, 
brethren, that the greater knowledge God hath gracioully 
imparted to us, the greater is the danger to which we are 
«xpofed, } 


§ XLII. The Apofties brought us glad tidings from our 
Lord Jefus Chrift; Jefus Chrjft from the Deity. Chritt 
was therefore delegated by the Deity, the Apoftles by Chrift. 
Wherefore both in harmonious union a¢ted according to the 
will of the Deity. Having, therefore, received initruction, 
and being fully convinced of the truth of Chriftianity by 
the refurrection of our Lord Jefus Chrift, and being firmly 
eftablifhed in the word of God by the copious endowments 
of the Holy Spirit, they went forth pubtifhing .that the 
kingdom of God would fpeedily be erected. Preaching 
the guipel, therefore, in various countries and cities, 
they conftituted their Arf converts, after having firft ex- 
plored and proved them by the Holy Spirit, to be the 
bifhops and deacons of future believers. This is no new. 
inftitution. Many ages ago exprefs mention was made in 
fcripture of di/beps and deacons. Thefe are its words: J will 
appoint their bifbops in righteoufuefs, and thar deacons in 
faith, 


§ XLII. And what wonder, if they who in Chrift had 
this arduous office affigned them by the Deity, conftiruted 
the above-mentioned governours —- when Moles, who was a 
faithful fervant in all his houfe, hath recorded in the facred 
fcripture every thing he was appointed to do. This illu- 
ftrious law-giver have the other prophets followed, bearing 
teftimony τὰ the inftitutions he eftablifhed. For Mofes, 
when there was a warm conteft abaur the priefthood, and 
the tribes were violently contending, which of them fhould 
be adorned with this illyftrious honour, ordered the twelve. 
rinces of each refpective tribe to bring him twelve rods, 
infcribed with the name of every tribe. Thefe he bound. 
together, and fealed them with the refpedctive {eal of each. 
prince, and laid them up in the tabernacle of the teftimony, . 
on the table of God. After this he fhut the tabernacle, fer 
a feal'on the keys of it, as he had done upon the rods. = 
| then 
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then faid to them, My brethren, whatfoever tribe fhall have 
its rod blohom, ¢at tribe hath God chofen to enjoy the 
honours of the priefthood, and to minifter to him in facred 
things.- Early the next day he convened all Hrael, coniift- 
ing of fix hundred thoufand men, fhowed their feals to the 
refpective heads of tribes, opened the tabernacle of witnels, 
brought out the rods, and Aaron’s was found not only to 
have édoffened, but it was adorncd with fruit. What think 
you, my beloved ? Had noc Mofes a perfect knowledge of 
what, etherwife, in future tame would neceffarily have hap- 
pened ? He faw this clearly: and that there might be no 
confufiex in Hrael, he a€ted in δὶς manner, that the name of 
the one fupreme and true God might be glorified. To him 
be glory for ever and ever. Amen. 


§ XLIV. In Lee manner our Apoftles knew by our Lord 
Jefus Chrift that there would be difcords and diffentions 
about the title and office of bifhop -- for which reafon, there- 
fore, being endowed with a pertect knowledge of future 
fcenes, they confHtuted bifhops and deacons —- and in.tha 
mean tine appointed, that after 2} 6} deceate, others, whofe 
characters had becn approved, fhould fucceed them in the 
Chniftien miniitry. Thofe, therefore, who were appointed 
by the sipeffies, or, fince their ime, by other eminent perions 
with the united approbation of the whole church, and with 
irreprouchable reputations have miniftered to the fiock of 
Chrift in humility, peace, and dignity of virtue, and have 
maintained, for a feries of years, an univertal character, we 
by no means think it juft that fuch as thefe fhould be cjeéted 
fram the niniftry. For we shall incur no {mall guilt, if we 
expel thofe from the epifcopal funéticn who have difcharged 
its facred duties in an holy and unblameable manner. Happy 
are thofe Prefbyters who have gone before us, who enjoyed 
an honourable and triumphant diffolution! They are now 
harraffed with no fears J-ft any one fhould remove them from 
‘that flation that is now af.gaed them! For we fee that you 
have deprived fome worthy perfons of 2 function which they 
diicharged with honour, and adorned with an unexception- 
able character. | 


§ XLY. 
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§ XLV. You are warmly difputing and contending, my 
brethren, about things that have no reference to your final 
falvation. Search the fcriptures, the genuine dictates of rhe 
Holy Spirit. You know there is nothing wicked, nothing 
fabulous written in them. Tere you will not find good 
men degraded by good men, Religious men were perfe- 
cuted, but it was by bad men. They were imprifoned, but 
it was by the wicked. They were {toned by the profligate 
and depraved; they were murdered by the abandoned, and 
by thofe who were infligated by the worft paffions. Thefe 
fufferings, with a glorious magnanimity, they fupported. 
What! my brethren, was Daniel precipitated into a den of 
lions by perfons who feared God ὃ Were Ananias, Azarias, 
and Mifael, thrown into a fiery furnace by thofe who pro- 
feffed the excellent and glorious worfhip of the Moft High ? 
—Far from it! Who were they that committed thefe vio- 
lences ?—- The moft abandoned of men, diftinguifhed for 
every enormity, were tran{ported into thefe excefles — fo as 
to exercife thefe cruelties on thofe who ferved God with an 
holy and fpotlefs mind — not knowing that che Moft High 
is ἃ defender and protector of thofe who worfhip his moft 
-holy name with a pure con{cience. *To him be glory thro’ 
eternal ages! Amen. Thofe who fuftained thefe fufterings 
with inflexible fortitude are now entered into the poffeffion 
of immortal glory — God hath exalced them to the higheft 
honours, and their names thall live in remembrance for ever 
and ever! Amen. 


§ XLVI. Such examples as thefe, my brethren, we ought 
ever to propofe as a conftant model for our own imitation. 
For ic is written: ffociate with the holy, for the companions 
af (μοῦ will $e boly, And again the fcripture faith in an- 
other place: With the pure thou wilt be pure, with the vir- 
tuoas thon wnlt be virtuous: but with the perverfe man thou 
wilt be perverfe. Let us, therefore, copy the example of the 
virtuous and good. They are the diftinguifhed friends of 
God. Why do difcords, and refentments, and diffentions, 
and feparations, and the laft violences fubfift among you ? 
Do we not afl profels one God, and one Chrift? Was not oze 
Spirit of God poured forth upon us? Have we not one 
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“tommon vocation in Chrift?’ Why do we violeritly fever 
and tear in pieces the members of Chrift, and feditioufly re 
voit and militate againft our awn dedy, and proceed.to fuck 
diftraction and madnefs as to forget that we are members 
one of another? Remember the words of Jefus Chrift our 
‘Lord, who faid: ““ Woe to that man! Better had he never 
“ been born, than to have laid a ftumbling bieck ia the 
© path of one of my elect. . Better a- milkftone were ced 
‘¢ about his neck and he thrown headlong into the fea, than 
“τὼ have caufed the leaft of my difeiples to ftumble and 
*¢ #4.” Your divifions have perverted many, diftratted 
many, divided the minds of many, and overwhelmed all of 
us in extreme gnef— and yet your factious diffentions Sill 
conunue ! : 


' § XLVI. ‘Take up the Fpiftle of bleffed Paul the Apo- 
ftle. What did he write to you in the beginning of thar 
facred book ὃ — Why, indead, by divine. infptration ἂς 
wrote to you concerning bimfelf, and Cepbas, and Apollos — 
becaufe even THEN you were fwayed by fond partiality το- 
wards particular perfons. But that forwer partiality brought 
upon you lefs guilt, for it had for its object the Apafles— 
whofe characters were abundantly attefted, and a perfon, 
who had been approved by the Apoities. But row confider, 
«obo they are that have perverted you, and fullied the luftre 
of your mutual fraternal love, which was fo univerfally ce- 
lebrated. It is difgraceful, my dear brethren, it is to the 
laft difgraceful, and unworthy the Chriftian character,‘ to 
hear, That the moft united and antient church of the Co- 
rinthians, fhould, on account of ose or twa perions, be full 
of faction and party-difcord againft ics Prefbyters'! And the 
fame of this hath not only reached us; but is diffufed even 
among the difbelievers of our Rehgion — fo that the Chni- 
ftian profeffion is calumniated and reviled on account of your 
folly, and you are hereby voluntarily bringing yourfeives 
into danger! | 


§ ΧΕΙ. Wherefore fet us immediately exterminate 
thele evils, and proftrate ourfelves before God, fupphcating 
him with tears to be propitious to us, and reftore us ᾿ our 
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former virtuous and amiable ftate of fraternal love. Tdis is. 
the gate of righteoufnefs that opens into lite; δὲ it is writ.- 
ten: Open to me the gates of righteoufne/s, tbat I may enter 
into them, and celebrate the praifes of God. This ts the gute 
of the. Lord, the rightesus foall enter therein. For though 
many paths have been marked out, yet the frue gate of righ> 
teoufnefs hath been opened by Chrift — into witch all who: 
enter, and purfue the journey of lite in holinels and good- 
nefs, and practife their whole duty in concord and harmony; 
are happy! Is any perfon faithful, doth he poffefs the 
‘powers of .communicating knowledge; is he endowed with 
diftinguifhed intelligence and judgment; is he in his daily 
practice chafte and temperate? — The higher his attain- 
ments are, the greater are his obligations to be humble, and 
not to ftudy his own, but the univerfal good. 


 § XLOEX. He that hath the love of Chrift, lec him keep 
the commandments of Chrift. What words can fully re- 
prefent the facred bonds of the divine benevolence and love! 
Who is there can do adequate juftice to its immenfity and 
excellence! The heigth to which benevolence éxalts us is 
unutterable. Benevolence unites'us to God. Benevolence 
covers a multitude of fins. Benevolence beareth all things; 
{upporteth every evil with ferene compofure. There is nos 
thing wliberal in benevolence, nothing: arrogant. Benevoe 
Jence doth not caufe divifions, benevolence doth not kindle 
faétious diffentions, <All. the chofen people of God were 
made perfect in benevolence. Where this is wanting, πὸ: 
thing 1s acceptable with God. Through benevolence the 
Deity adopted us to himfelf for the love he had for us—for 
by the’ will of the Supreme Being, Jefus Chrift our Lord 
voluntarily fhed his blood for us, and furrendered up his: 
fiefh for our flefh, his life for our lives, 


§ L. You fee, my brethren, how tranfcendently excel. 
lent and illuftrious benevolence is; fo that no words can 
fully reprefent its dignity and perfection. Who is worthy 
to be found iivefted with this; except thofe whom God hall 
deem worthy this honour. Let us, therefore, implore the 
Deity,’ that we may be adorned with this illuftrious wer- 
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Gineis, that we may live in love, maintain an unfpotted 
daracter, and be divefted of all human partiality and pre- 
doffeflion. All the preceding generations, that have hved 
nsfore us, have quitted che itage of life; but thofe who 
brouch the divine favour had their other virtues crowned 
ind perfected by benevolence, poffefs the manfions of the 
pious, and fhall make their appearance when Chrift defcends 
to vilic his kingdom. Lor it ts written: Eater into thy 
apariments for a ssttle fpace, till my wrath and indignation 
Ball have paffed away; and J will remember the good day, and 
raife you up out of your zraves. Bleffed are we, my beloved 
brethren, if we practife the commands of God, united to 
each other in the bunds of Jeve, in order that through Jove 
our fins may be forgiven us! Vor it is written: Bleffed are 
thofe whofe tranferefions are forgiven, whofe fins are covered ! 
Bleffed is the man to cchom the Lord imputetb not fin, and in 
whofe mouth there is no deceit! "Vhis bleffednefs was derived 
upon us who were chofen of God through Jefus Chriit our 
Lord. To him be glory for ever and ever! Amen. 


§ LI. Let us, therefore, implore the divine forgivenefs 
of any crimes, into which thefe contentions have betrayed 
us. And they, who were the original authors of this fac- 
tious difcord and diffention ought to make the common 
hope their great object and aim. For they, who are pof- 
feffed with the principles of piety and benevolence, would 
rather faffer in their own perfons than have their neighbours 
involved in fufferings, and feel the acuteft reproaches of 
their στο minds rather than violate that harmony and con- 
cord which Chriftianity hath lo ftrictly enjoined upon its 
profeffors. For itis better for a man to confefs his guilt 
than harden his heart, as cheirs were hardened who excited 
a faétious oppofition againft Mofes the fervant of God— 
whofe condemnation inftancly appeared, for they defcended 
alive into the grave, and were fwallowed up in death. Pha- 
raoh and his hoft, and all the governours of Egypt, their 
chariots and horfemen were, for no other caufe, overwhelm- 
ed in the Ked Sea and perifhed, but that. their incorrigible 
minds were flecled againft all conviction, and they remained 
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unconvinced after all the miracles and prodigies which God 
Giiplayed by his fervant Mofes. 


§ LIT. The Supreme, my brethren, is not indigent of 
any thing. He requires nothing from aay rational being 
buc that he fhould celebrate his praifes. lor thus faith Da+ 
vid his chofen fervant: “1 will pour forth my grateful ac- 
“* knowledgments before the Lord, this will pleafe him 
‘* better than a young bullock that hath horns and hoofs. 
** Let the poor fee it and be glad.” And avain he faith: 
** Offer unto God the facrifice of praife, and pay thy vows 
** unto the Moft High. Call upon me in che day of trou- 
‘* ble, and I will deliver thee, and thou fhalt glorify me. 
“© The facrifice of God is a broken {pirit.” 


δ LY. You know, my beloved, you accuratcly know, 
the holy {criptures, and have carefully explored the oracles 
of God, Wherefore call thefe to your remembrance. When 
Mofes went up into the inount, and tailed and humbled 
himielf forry days and forty nights, God faid to him: “ A- 
“* rife Motes, get thee down quickly from hence — for thy 
“ς people, whom thou brouzhtett out of the land of Egypr, 
κε have committed wickednefs: they have toon ctrantgrcffed 
‘** the way that I marked out for them, and have made to 
** themfelves graven images. And the Lord faid unto him; 
“ἢ have fpoken unto thee various times, faying, I have 
** feen this people, and behold it is a {tiff-necked people : 
“© Let me therefore deftroy them, and blot out theic names 
“Ὁ from under heaven. And I will raife up unto thee a 
“* great and wonderful nation, that fhall be much larger 
** than this. But Mofes faid: Not fo, Lord! Forgive 
#° now this people their fin: or if thou wilt not, blot 
“ὁ me out of the book of the living.” O tranicendent 
benevolence and love! O peerlefs perfection of goodnets | 
The fervant addreffes the Supreme Lorp with freedom 
and jiberty, implores forgivenefs for the multitude ; he 
even defires that he himlelf may be involved in the ge- 
neral deftruction !

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ον § LIV. Whar generous, what compaflionate man is 
there among you? Let fuch an one make this pub.ick 
declaration : Is this diffention, and difcord, and fepara- 
tion owing τὸ me? — This moment I wil] depart; I 
wil] remove where-ever you will, J am ready to do what- 
ever the congregation enjoins me to do — only lec the 
flock of Chrift, wich the Prefbyters who prefide over 
ar, enjoy undi{turbed tranquilliry. — He that atteth in 
this manner will fecure to himfelf great honour irom Gou. 
Every place will receive fuch a voluntary worthy exile 
~— for the earth is the Lord’s, and the fullnefs theresf, 
In “δὲς manner thofe, who repulate their hves accord. 
ing tothe facred inflitutions of God, have acted, and will 
ever act. 


§ LV. Fxamples of this we may produce even from 
among the deashens. Many kings and princes, when a pe- 
ftilence hath raged, in obedience to the oracular refponfe 
ave voluntarily furrendered themfelves to death, to refcue 
their fubjeéts and citizens by their blood. Many have for 
ever abandoned their native cities, to cxtinguifh the ames 
of fedition. Many among yor we know, who to ranfom 
others have gencroufly delivered up themfelves to bonds. 
Many have fpontaneoufly fubmitred their necks to fervitude, 
and fupported ethers by the miterable pitcance they could 
earn. Many of the tender fex, ftrengthened by divine 
affiftance, have performed many heroic deeds. The re- 
nowned Judith, when the city was belieged, requefted the 
elders for permiflion to go forth into the camp of their 
-enemies. Jixpofing herfelf, therefore, to imminent danger, 
urged by the love of her country, and of the inhabitants 
who were in the lall diftrefs, fhe entered the camp, and 
ghe Lord delivered Holophernes into the hand of a wo- 
man! Nor lefs dittinguilhed for her faith is Efther, wha 
willingly rifked her own life to refcue the twelve tribes 
of Mrach who were deftined to fpeedy dettru@ion. For 
in fafling and humiliation fhe fervently fupplicated the 
eternal (sed, the omunifcient L.ord of the univerfe, who, 
feging the genuiae hanility of her foul, delivered the 
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people, for whofe fake the had expofed hesfelf to fuch: 
danger. | : 


§ LVI. Wherefore let us intercede for thofe who have in-: 
curred any guilt, that they may be endowed with humility 
and felf-abafement, to fubmit, not to us, but to the will of 
God. This difpoficion will not only render them perfectly 
amiable in the fight of God, but fecure them the tender pity 
and compaffion of the faints. Let us employ, my beloved, 
that reprehenfion and reproof, which no ‘one ought to refent. 
The admonition ‘which we give one another, is extremely 
ufeful and falutary — for this unites us to the will of God. 
For thus faith the holy fcripture : ‘* The Lord corrected me, 
<< but he did not deliver me over unto death. For whom 
«< the Lord loveth, he chafteneth, and fcourgeth every fon 
‘© whom he receiveth. The righteous, # faith, fhall in- 
<* ftruét me in mercy, but let nor the oil of finners make 
“ fat my head.” And again it faith: “ Happy is the man 
“ whom God correcteth; therefore defpife not thou the 
*« chaftening of the Almighty. For he maketh fore, and 
«© bindeth up; he woundeth, and his hands make whole. 
«Ἧς thall deliver thee in fix troubles, yea in feven there 
«< fhall no evil touch thee. In faminc he fhall redeem thee 
s* from death, and in war from the power'of the fword. 
«¢ Thou fhait be hid from the fcourge of the tongue, neither 
«“ fhalt thou be afraid of deftruétion when it cometh. Thou 
«© fhalt Jaugh at the wicked and finners, neither fhalt chou 
** be afraid of the beafts of the earth, The wild beafts 
ss fhall be at peace with thee. Then fhale thou know thac 
«thy houfe fhall be in peace, and the habitation of thy 
** tabernacle fhall not err. Thou fhale know alfo that thy 
“« feed fhall be preat, and thy off-fpring as the grafs of 
“© the earth. Thou fhalt come to thy grave as the ripe 
«« corn, that is taken in due time, like as a fhock of corn 
“« cometh in, in its feafon.” You fee, my beloved, what a 
protection and guardianfhip is exercifed over chofe who are 
chaftened’ of the Lord — for a good God corrects us that 
we may be made wifer and better by his facred difcipline. 


§ XLVI. 
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ΟΦ XLVI. You therefore, who firft lighted the fame of 
this diffention, fubmit yourfelves to the Prefbyters, and be 
advifed co repent, humbling yourfelves in the profoundeft 
abafement. Learn fubmiffion, laying afide al} arrogant and 
difdainful virulence of Janguage. For it is better for you 
to fill fome of the loweit ftations in the fold of Chrift; than, 
vainly arrogating to yourfelves a proud fupcriority above 
others, to be expelled from its facred encloiure. For thus 
the divine wifdom {peaketh : * Behold, I will pour our the. 
* word of my Spirit upon you; I will make known my 
4“ foeech unto you. Becaufe | called and you would not 
‘© hear, I ftrerched out my hands and you regarded not : 
ἐς burt you have fet ar nought all my counfel, and would 
ἐς none of my reproof: I alfo will laugh at your calamity, 
‘© and mock when your fear cometh: when your fear com- 
‘Seth as defolation, and your deftruétian as a whirlwind, 
“ when diftrefs and anguifh cometh upon you: Then thall 
ἐς you call upon me, bur I wil} not hear you ; the wicked 
ἐς fhall feck me, but they fhall not find me: For chat they 
«¢ hated knowledge, and did not feek the fear of the Lord. 
ἐς They would not hearken unto my counfel, they defpifed 
ἐς all my reproof. Therefore fhall they eac of the fruit of 


ἐς their own ways, and be filled with their own wicked.

§ L.VIIE. May the omnifcient God, the Lord of fpirits, 
and the governour of all flefh, who elected our Lord Jefus 
Chrift, and us through him to be his peculiar people, endow 
every foul, that calls upon his moft glorious and holy name, 
with faith, reverence, peace, patience, long-fuffering, con- 
tinence, chaftiry and fobriery, that he may fecure his favour
